Labor Leaders Badly Split Over tne 

Draper Issue—How Some Unions 
Feel Over Attitude of Federation of 
| Labor

Early in the sum- 
mer there was a disposition on the 
part of some of the Republican lead- 
ers to make an extremely quiet cam- 
paign without stumping, with the idea 
that it would be impossible for the 
; Democrats to make much headway 
with James H. Vahey as their candi- 
date. 

Quite likely the opinions of the men 
at the head of the state committee 
have not changed in regard to the 
| strength of Mr. Vahey, but they do not 
| intend to be caught asleep at the switch 
}if they know it. They will be pre- 
pared to make the most active kind 
| of a campaign should it seem to be 


necessary and leave no stone un+ 
turned to secure the re-election of 
Governor Eben S. Draper. They 


| realize that he has made good, even 
| beyond the expectations of his warm- 
est friends. 

The Labor Element In Elections 

There are other elements in the 
contest, however, which make it ad- 
visable for the Republicans to be on 
their guard. This year, as in four 
other campaigns, the organization 
heads of the American Federation of 
Labor are fighting Governor Draper 
and opposing his re-election most 
vigorously. This year the reason 
given for this opposition is his veto 
It 
was not, strictly speaking, an eight 
| hour bill. The Republican legisla- 
|ture passed an eight hour bill a num- 
ber of years ago, but this particular 
measure, which applied only to city, 
j county and state employes, was mere- 
| ly a modification of the old eight hour 
llaw. There were clauses in it which 
| were declared unconstitutional by the 
attorney general. There was a sec- 
tion which was opposed even by some 
;of the labor leaders themselves and 
which was felt to be unnecessary in 
the measure. Governor Draper re- 
fused to sign the measure while this 
section was in it and some of the labor 
leaders favored cutting it out. Their 
/ counsel stated that it added no value 
to the bill and that if eliminated it 
would not harm it in any way. How- 
ever, the federation leaders refused 
to make this concession and the bill 
Was vetoed. 

Just how some of the labor men of 
the state, affiliated with the 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor, feel about this matter is ap- 
parent from the fact that the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union of New Bed- 
ford has suported the action of their 
delegate, Andrew P. Doyle, in op- 
posing the adoption of resolutions 
censuring the governor for his action. 
This union adopted resolutions in 
which they said: 

The Federation Is Condemned 

“The executive committee of Local 
238, Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
of New Bedford, hereby approves the 
action of Andrew P. Doyle in speak- 
ing, working and voting against the 
adoption of the aforesaid resolution, 
believing that by so doing he was tak- 
ing the best course for the interests 
of the laboring men of this state; the 
executive committee deprecates the 
action of the state branch of the 
American Federation of Labor in so 
broadly condemning Governor Draper 
and his action upon this matter, be- 
cause the Republican party, in which 
he is an important factor, enacted the 
original eight hour bill and has been 
largely responsible for all the favor- 
able labor legislation that has been 
enacted in Massachusetts, one of the 
Most progressive states in the union: 
because, further, there was undeni- 
ably a very grave difference of opin- 
jon among labor men themselves as to 
the advisability of pressing this year’s 
amendment to the eight heur Dill, 
particularly in the form in which it 
was insisted upon, and for the reason 
that there were before the legislature 
in 1909 matters of far greater import- 
ance to all the laboring people of th: 
state, upon which the 
irepresentatives of organized 
{should have been conc ntrated. 

“Now, therefore, th executive 
committee of Local 238, Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union, heartily approves the 
; 4ction of our representative, Andrew 
P. Doyle, in opposing the adoption ot 
the resolution which condemns Gov 
ernor Draper.”

skin, then he whirls on you as much 
as if to say: ‘Now, come on and 
we'll fight it out.’ And when he has 
decided to come he comes very fast. 
For a short distance there is no fast- 
er animal in Africa than the lion.” 

While in the mountains of the Moon, 
between Entebbe and 
where the Duke of Abruzzi made his 
reputation as a climber, Sewall reach- 
ed the conclusion that was the original 
home of the elephant. ‘While on the 
trek he stood on an elevation 
counted part of a herd in the under- 
brush. He stopped at 274, satisfied 
that this was his opportunity to pick 
out a prize monster. Before he ended 
his attack on the herd he had two 
pairs of the best ivories which Africa 
could produce.

CHILD KILLED 
ON WATER ST. 


In Some Unknown Way Caught 
in Wheels of Ice Wagon 


Augustine the 3 year old son of 
Cosma Bova of 66 Water street was 
killéd Friday afternoon by an ice 
wagon on Water street in front of his 
home. Just how the accident happen- 
er is somewhat of a mystery. It is 
supposed however that the little fel- 
low climbed up on the back of the 
wagon and in some way became en- 
tangled in the wheels. 

It appears that three children were 
playing in the street when one of the 
ice wagons of the Eaton Ice Co., 
passed. The wagon was in charge of 
Leonard Andrews of 7 Alden place, 
Roxbury and on the team with him as 
a helper was James Single of 42 Water 
street. 

Shortly after the wegon has passed 
one of the children ran into the 
house and told Augustine’s mother 
that he had been hurt. Looking into 
the street Mrs. Bova saw her son ly- 
ing in the street. Rushing out she 
picked up the boy and carried him in- 
to the house and summoned a doctor. 
There was a cut on the child’s head 
from which the biood was flowing and 
he was unconscious. Dr. F. E. Jones 
responded to the call but the child 
soon passed away having sustained a 
fracture of the skull. 

Dr. Jones, notified the police sta- 
tion and Officer Hinchen found the ice 
wagon on Quincy avenue and brought 
the driver to the police station. The 
driver was very much surprised to 
learn that there had been an acci- 
dent. After being questioned he was 
allowed to go. The accident happened 
opposite 38 Water street and within a 
few steps of the boy’s home. 

The two children with the unfortu- 
nate boy were unable to give any ac- 
count of how the accident happened. 
It is supposed however that the 
child must have tried to climb into 
the back of the wagon to get a piece 
of ice and in doing so became en- 
tangled in the wheels. It is possible 
that he may have been carried around 
by the wheel and then dropped into 
the street. It is not thought that the 
wheels of the heavy wagon passed over 
the body for had they done so the 
body must have been crushed more 
than it was.

AUTO-SUGGESTION 


Theme of Rey. Dr. Hardy at Bethany 
Church Sunday. 


“Auto-Suggestion” was the theme 
of Dr. Hardy at yesterday morning's 
service in Bethany church. The sub- 
ject, although in its nature some- 
what abstruse, was discussed in such 
a manner as to render it easily in- 
telligible to the person of average 
comprehension. 

Drawing illustrations from the an- 
cient classics and present day ob- 
servations, the preacher showed the 
susceptibility of the human mind to 
environment and suggestion and 
dwelt upon the necessity of directing 
the thoughts into the right channels. 
Dr. Hardy gave credit to the Chris- 
tian Scientists for availing them- 
selves of this principle of suggestion 
and using it for good, but he de- 
clared that they had “overworked” 
it and claimed too much for it. 

“It utterly fails,” said Dr. Hardy, 
“when confronted with the supreme 
test, Death, which is merely the eul- 
mination of the ills that flesh is heir 
to. It is for the church to redeem 
the principle, to reclaim it and oper- 
ate it, within its reasonable and 
legitimate limits, for the physical 
and spiritual good of mankind.”

AUTO-SUGGESTION 


Theme of Rey. Dr. Hardy at Bethany 
Church Sunday. 


“Auto-Suggestion” was the theme 
of Dr. Hardy at yesterday morning’s 
service in Bethany church. The sub- 
ject, although in its nature some- 
what abstruse, was discussed in such 
a manner as to render it easily in- 
telligible to the person of average 
comprehension. 

Drawing illustrations from the an- 
cient classics and present day ob- 
servations, the preacher showed the 
susceptibility of the human mind to 
environment and suggestion and 
dwelt upon the necessity of directing 
the thoughts into the right channels. 
Dr. Hardy gave credit to the Chris- 
tian Scientists for availing them- 
selves of this principle of suggestion 
and using it for good, but he de- 
clared that they had “overworked” 
it and claimed too much for it. 

“It utterly fails,” said Dr. Hardy, 
“when confronted with the supreme 
test, Death, which is merely the cul- 
mination of the ills that flesh is heir 
to. It is for the church to redeem 
the principle, to reclaim it and oper- 
ate it, within its reasonable and 
legitimate limits, for the physical 
and spiritual good of mankind.”

UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 


It is one of the trite 
that the 


old sayings 


best things to keep neigh- 


bors neighborly is a good high 
board fence between lots. A little 
more then a generation ago a great 
deal more was said about uniting 


Canada and the United States, than is 


said now. And yet there was preb- 
ably far more jealously and_ bitter 
feeling between the citizens nearest 


the borders than there has been ever 
since. The Fenian raid, the refuge 
of many ex-confederates in the Do- 
minion, the continual disputes about 
the fisheries and later the question of 
the Alaskan boundary kept many peo- 
ple and statesmen of both 
countries in continual hot water. 
None of these questions trouble the 
people of either side today. The 
fence is built just high enough so 
that the line of difference in govern- 
ment will always be cleared, but not 
high enough to prevent the most free 
and most cordial business, social and 
religious intercourse. 

The word “international” ap- 
plied to trade and reli organ- 
izations simply means a combination 
of the United States and Canada. 

Immigration and emigration have 
brought about this consolidation. 
For years Canadians came over here 
by hundreds of thousands and proved 
to be very acceptable citizens where 
ever they went. But since the open- 
ing up of the great wheat regions of 
British Columbia the tide has been 
decidedly the other way and many 
thousands of American farmers have 
gone to live under the Union Jack. 
The lure of cheap land is always a 
strong one to many people. And 
when the land produces such crops of 
wheat, oats and other cereals as it 
does in northwestern Canada it is 
wonder that many go. 

Meanwhile the stream Cana- 
dian emigration to this country 
keeps up with no apparent diminu- 
tion. If we should count the Irish 
Scotch and English with the Canad- 
ian we should probably find more 
Britishers south than north of the 
Dominion line.

WREGKED IN 
BAFFIN LAND 


Paradox of Dundes Whaling 
Fleet Crushed by Ice Fioes 


SREW HAVE NARROW ESCAPE 


Picked Up by Steamer After Making 
Broken iIce— 


Perilous Way Over 
Story of Cannibalism of Eskimo 
Who Murders and Devours His Own 
Child, Shooting Would-Be Punish- 
ers and Fleeing Into Wilderness 


St. John’s, Oct. 4.—Adventure 
and tragedy in the icy wastes of the 
far north formed the burden of the 
news brought to this port by the Hud- 
son Bay company’s steamer Adven- 
ture, which arrived with the crew of 
the lost Dundee whaler, Paradox, 
and the story of an Eskimo, who was 
driven to cannibalism by starvation. 

The Paradox, one of the fleet of 
Dundee whalers, met the fate of her 
companion ship Snowdrop, a year 
ago, when she was crunched in the 
merciless jaws of the ice floes off 
Baffin Land, early in August. The 
crew, with scanty provisions, made 
their perilous way over the broken 
ice towards the mainland, when they 
were picked up by the Hudson Bay 
company’s steamer Pelican, which 
brought the whalers to Fort Church- 
ill. 

The Pelican herself subsequently 
struck a rock which destroyed her 
rudder, and while trying to reach St. 
John’s under jury rig she smashed 
one blade of her propeller. 

The men of Dundee were taken 
along by the Adventure on her regu- 
lar fall trip. On board the steamer 
also were several missionaries, sur- 
veyors and prospectors from the 
northwest country. 

The Hudson bay mounted police 
also report through dispatches brought 


{ by the Adventure the cannibalism of a 


starving Eskimo. The man's fishing 
and hunting season had been a fail- 
ure and, driven mad by hunger, he 
cut the throat of one of his children 
and then ate the little victim. When 
the man’s neighbors learned of the 
horrible crime they attacked him ac- 
cording to the primitive law of their 
race. 

The now thoroughly maddened Es- 
kimo fled the shelter of his igloo and 
from hummocks of ice beat off all 
assaults, shooting down several of the 
attacking party and finally escaping 
into the wilderness of ice. Whether 
he finally succeeded in reaching some 
remote village where the news of his 
crime had not reached, or whether 
he finally succumbed to starvation, is 
not known. 


LAY ON FLOOR FOR DAYS 


Injured Woman Suffered From Lack 
of Food and Water 

Bucksport, Me., Oct. 4.—Mrs. 
William French, 81 ‘years old, was 
found last evening at her home on the 
Castine road in a most pitiable state, 
having been without food or water 
since Thursday. 

Mrs. French was living alone for a 
short time gefore going to Pawtucket 
to spend the winter with her son. On 
Thursday, while attempting to pull 
open a door, the knob gave way and 
she fell, striking heavily and injuring 
herself so that she could not rise. She 
managed to crawl to her bedroom and 
remained on the floor until she was 
found by neighbors who had previous- 
ly supposed that she had gone away. 

Although in a very weakened condi- 
tion it is believed that she will re- 
cover. 


COOK'S ARCTIC RECORDS 


Explorer Willing to Have Them Ex- 
amined In America First 
Washington, Oct. 4.—Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook announced last night, 
shortly after his arrival from New 
York to deliver his lecture in this 
city, that he will acquiesce in the pro- 
posal that the University of Copen- 
hagen be asked to waive its claim to 
a prior examination of his records, so 
that American geographic societies 
and other scientific bodies in this 
country may be enabled to review his 

data. 

Dr. Cook said he would be satis- 
fied to have the decisions of all these 
tribunals announced simultaneously.

New York, Oct. 4.—Enraged at his 
wife because breakfast was not ready 
on time, Edward F. Muller, a special 
detective in the employ of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit company, shot 
at her with a revolver and, when he 
saw her fall, blew out his own brains.

TAFT’. ADVIGE 
TO CHURCHES 


Should Preach True Religion 
and True Morality 


EARNEST SUPPORT ASSURED 


to 


President Improves Opportunity 
Preach Sermon at Laying of Cor- 
nerstone of Universalist Edifice— 
Men Are Better Than They Were 
Fifty Years Ago—Says Loyalty to 
Church Means Fidelity to Country 


Portland, Ore., Oct. 4.—President 
Taft yesterday preached another ser- 
mon. The scene changed from the 
Mormon Tabernacle at Salt Lake City 
a week ago to the cornerstone laying 
of the First Universalist church in 
East Portland. 

The president handled the silver 
trowel and worked hard to see that 
the stone was properly adjusted. His 
apparent earnestness in setting the 
stone called out great applause from 
the open air audience. 

Mr. Taft attended the morning ser- 
vices at the First Unitarian church in 
Portland. In the early afternoon he 
visited St. Mary’s Roman Catholic 
school and made a five-minute speech 
to the school children. 

The line of march followed by the 
presidential party to East ®ortland 
was crowded and there was hand-clap- 
ping and cheering all along the way. 
After the president had  ‘ intro- 
duced at the cornerstone 
said: 

“I don’t know that anyone questions 
the propriety of my being here and of- 
ficiating on such an occasion as this, 
or that any explanation of any sort 
is called for. But I want to say I 
believe it to be the duty of the Presi- 
dent of the United States to welcome 
and to suggest every instrument by 
which the morals and religion of the 
community may be elevated and main- 
tained. Not long ago I officiated at 
the cornerstone laying of an orthodox 
Congregational church in Washing 
ton. Then I appeared in the pulpit of 
a Jewish tabernacle at Pittsburg. But 
a few days ago I helped lay the cor- 
nerstone of a Catholic institution at 
Helena, Mont. 

“And now it is my great pleasure 
to assist here today in laying the cor- 
nerstone of this Universalist church, 
which, like my own, the Unitarian 
church, is known as a liberal one. I 
am glad always to be present at such 
occasions as these, for I believe the 
cornerstone of modern civilization 
must continue to religion 
morality.” 

The president told some of his ex- 
periences with the Catholic church in 
the Philippines and then said that on 
the occasion of his visit to Rome he 
ventured to tell the pope that while in 
America the sentiment was strong for 
the separation of church and state, 
there was nothing in the American 
government or the American people 
which opposed the church or its high- 
est development; that in no European 
country had the Catholic church 
flourished as it had in America, and 
that in this country the Catholic 
church received from the government 
and state officlals only the treatment 
shown every other denominations. 

“I think we have reached the time 
when the churches are growing to- 
gether, when there is less bitterness 
of denominational dispute, and that, 
no matter what creed we may follow, 
the churches are beginning to realize 
that they must stand shoulder to 
shoulder in the contest for righteous- 
ness; that we all stand for the father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of 
man. 

“I am an optimist. I believe we are 
much better today than we were fifty 
years ago, man by man. I believe we 
are more altruistic and more inter- 
ested in our fellow man than we have 
been at any time in the last fifty 
years. 

“No church in this country, however 
humble it may be, which preaches the 
doctrine of true religion and_ true 
morality, will lack my earnest sup- 
port to make it more influential 
whenever opportunity offers.” 

It was on his way to the cornerstone 
laying that the presodent stopped by 
St. Mary’s Catholic school and from 
fhe steps of that institution made a 
brief address to the boys and girls. 
After congratulating the children on 
their rosy cheeks and “chubbiness” he 
said: 

“Your church teaches that loyalty 
to God is the same as fidelity to coun- 
try and reverence for constituted au- 
thority, and so do all good churches. 
And we can be very certain that those 
who are loyal to their church are cer- 
tain to be loyal to their country; that 
those who are good Catholics are good 
citizens, just as those who are con- 
sistent members of other churches find 
in the doing of their duty to the 
churches everything that leads them 
on to the uplifting of humanity and 
the observation of all the obligations 
to the government.”

MEETING OF 
CITY COUNCIL 


Lively Debate on Street Re- 
building Orders 


A regular meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held Monday evening. The 
features of the evening were a_ veto 
from the Mayor on the order amending 
the water ordinance and a sharp de- 
bate on several orders appropriating 
money for the rebuilding of several 
streets. Councilman Beale, Nowland, 
and Russell were absent. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Two communications were received 
from the School Committee. One 
calling attention to the urgent need of 
additional school accommodations in 
the Bigelow park district and the 
other stating that in accordance with 
a resolution of the City Council, plans 
new ‘building in the Montclair 
district would be procured as soon as 
a suitable lot was secured. 

A communication was received from 
the Mayor appointing William F. Mc- 
Calder a constable. Confirmed.

A VETO. 


A communicaion was received from 
the Mayor returning without his ap- 
proval the order amending the water 
ordinance. The Mayor in veto 
says:— 

“Order No. 285, an order amending 
the present ordinance concerning the 
Board of Water Commissioners is re- 
turned herewith without my approval 
for the following 

I1—Section 4, thereof away 
with the present practice of establish- 
ing and collecting a minimum water 
rate in advance. I believe that under 
existing conditions it is wise to main- 
tain a minimum rate and authorize the 
collection of the same in advance. 

2—Section 13, is so worded that it is 
difficult to ascertain just what it does 
mean, and in the event of the city’s 
endeavoring to enforce the same I 
am afraid legal complications would 
For convenience sake this 
section may for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the same be divided into three 
parts. 

A—"The owner 
of the premises in which water is 
used who fails to protect his meter 
from frost, or fails to keep the ser- 
vice pipes and fixtures in good order, 
and neglects to shut off the water to 
prevent waste, shall be liable to a 
forfeiture of two dollars.” Evidently 
it was intended by this provision to 
impose a forfeiture of two dollars 
whenever the meter is not protected 
from frost to such an extent as to 
injure it, or the service pipes and 
fixtures are not in good order, and 
there is a failure to repair them with- 
in three days after they become de- 
fective, and also in the event of there 
being a failure to shut off the water 
to prevent waste. 

If I am correct as to the meaning 

of this provision then the wording of 
the same should be radically changed. 
As the provision is now worded there 
uncertainty as to whether the 
owner or occupant, or either, and if 
, which is liable. 
This provision may be construed as 
to have the failures above set forth 
create liability only when “the 
owner or occupant is the same per- 
son” and again it may be so con- 
strued as to make both liable, in 
which event the forfeiture would be 
$4.00. 

What shall constitute waste with- 
in the meaning of the section, and 
who shall be the judge of the same? 

B—“And if the forfeiture is not 
paid within two days after notice, the 
water shall be shut off, and shall not 
be let on until the waste is stopped 
and the fine paid, together with two 
dollars for shutting off and letting on 
the water.” The uncertainty as to 
the meaning of the first portion of 
this section would cause a practical 
difficulty to arise in enforcing this 
provision. 

The difficulty connected with con- 
struing the first portion would have 
to be solved before the authorities 
would know what forfeiture to de- 
mand under this provision. I am ata 
loss to understand just what this 
provision does mean. It says “if the 
fine ig not paid etc. the water shall 
be shut off and shall not be let on un- 
til the waste is stopped” I should 
assume that when the water is shut 
off the waste would be stopped. Does 
not this provision mean that when 
the meter pipes and fixtures are re- 
paired and properly protected then 
the water will be let on if the fine 
is paid? If so, then why not say so? 

No official of the city should be 
given such power, judicial almost in 
its character, in fact, a citizen’s rights

the other half lives, so far as _ re- 
gards the people in large cities in 
this country— or any other for that 


matter. Late statistics say that there 


are 100,000 living rooms in New 
York that have no windows. It is 
easy to imagine the life in places 
that are dark are often noisome 
and a treasure place for germs of 
all kinds. There are few people 


in small cities or in towns who know 
what life under such circumstances 
is like. In the smaller cities and in 
the towns people have an_ outlook, 
have a chance for fresh air, have, in 
the main, clean and sweet living 
places, with perhaps a little ground 
at the back or at the front of the 
house that gives the foot a chance to 
occasionally get off the hard pave- 
ments.

The “Subur- 
banite” unless he is bordering on 
wealth has in various ways a good 
deal on the city men of ordinary 
means or of poverty, and he ought 
to be content where he is.—Brockton 
Enterprise.

report of the majority. All streets 
should be put in repair. 

Councilman Abele said it was 
suicidal and all wrong to borrow 


money for repairs. It would be far 
better to make the budget larger and 
let the Commissioner make the need- 
ed repairs for he was in a better posi- 
tion to know what was needed than 
the members of the council. 

Councilman Bryant said it would be 
useless to petition the legislature to 
borrow beyond the debt limit. In 
speaking of South street he said here 
is a street which was almost impass- 
able. There are thousands of work- 
men at the Fore River and hundreds 
pass over this street every day. 

When the South street order came 
up Councilman Walsh spoke in favor. 
He knew all about that street. There 
were stones sticking through it six 
and seven inches high. 

Councilman Carey knew the condi- 
tion of the street thoroughly. Outside 
of a few loads of gravel nothing had 
ever been done to this street. There 
are nearer a thousand men who use 
this street every day than two hun- 
dred. 

Councilman Flynn wanted to add a 
word to the good cause. He wanted to 
compliment the Finance Committee on 
its good judgment. There was a 
grand chance to establish a ferry boat 
line on that street. 

Councilman McDevitt was convinced 
some money should be expended there. 
It did not matter if only one team a 
day passed over it, something should 
be done for the people of brawn and 
muscle.

BIG BUSINESS 


Boston Brokers Now Find Them- : 
selves In Criminal Court 


ARE CHARGED WITH LARCENY 


Bum of $116,530 Alleged to Have 
Wrongfully Been Secured From 
Customers of Firm Which Had 
Branches In Many New England 
Cities—Sederquist and Barry Are 
Held In $20,000 Ball Each 


Boston, Oct. 5.—After doing 4 
stock brokerage business amounting 
to nearly half a million dollars a year 
for a number of years, Arthur B. 
Sederquist and John E. Barry of the 
firm of Sederquist & Barry, which 
failed last May, found their cases 
transferred from the civil courts to 
the criminal courts. 

They were arrested on a secret in- 
dictment warrant charging them 
jointly with the larceny of $116,520. 
The Suffolk county grand jury in- 
vestigated the firm’s affairs last week 
at a special session, a large number 
and the 
was reported, but was 
kept secret until the arrest of the two 
men yesterday. 

Barry spent last night in the 
Charles street jail because he was un- 
able to raise the $20,000 bonds in 
which he was held. Neither he nor 
Bederquist pleaded to the indictment 
charge when brought before Judge 
Harris, and they were both held for a 
hearing. 

Bail was furnished for 
by Mrs. Maud Y. Sederquist, 
Susan Young and Miss Sarah 
Young, all of Lynn. Jarry did 
seem to be disturbed when told that 
he would have to spend the night in 
a cell and said he expected that he 
would obtain the necessary bonds to- 
day. 

Sederquist & Barry conducted a 
large brokerage business in preten- 
tious quarters on Congress _ street, 
with branch offices scattered through- 
out New England. The two men are 
charged with the larceny of $116,530 
from 118 persons who _ transacted 
business with them. Two of the 
firm’s customers complained against 
them in two separate counts. 

Both Sederquist & Barry were 
taken into the superior criminal court 
room before Judge Harris. Although 
District Attorney Hill and Assistant

District Attorney Curtis asked for 
heavier bonds, citing a number of 
previous cases, Harris placed the 


amount at $20,000 apiece. 

When the firm failed last May it 
created a great stir in financial cir- 
cles. At that time it was announced 
that the liabilities amounted to more 
than $600,000, which sum was owed 
to about 800 persons in New England, 
it was claimed, and that there were 
assets in the neighborhood of $127,- 
000. 

Numerous meetings of the credit- 
ors were held and finally the dis- 
trict attorney was urged to take some 
action. Mr. Hill brought the mat- 
ter before the secret session of the 
grand jury, and the result was the 
secret indictment returned Saturday.

On examination it was found 
that the revolver was a six shooter and 
had six shells in it one of which had 
been discharged. Davidson then 
swore out a warrant and the china- 
man was brought into court on the 
charge of assault. 

When the case was called this morn- 
ing he failed to appear and was de- 
faulted. But it was through a mis- 
understanding, for he went to Boston 
for an interpretor, who had preced- 
ed him to Quincy. Thus at the time 
the case was called he was in Boston 
and no doubt will appear all right 
Wednesday.

CENSUS CLERICAL FORCE. 
Washington D.C., Oct. 4, 1909. 

The U. S. Civil Service Commission 
announces that a very small propor- 
tion of the applications thus far filed 
for the examination to he held on 
October 23d next for positions in the 
Census Bureau, are from the resi- 
dents of the more distant States. 

It is expected that about three thou- 
sand appointments will be made from 
the examination which is scheduled to 
be held on October 23d, 1909, in all 
the States and Territories. These ap- 
pointments will be for terms of six 
months to two years, and will average 
about one year in length. The en- 
trance salary will be $600 per annum 
and promotion to at least $900 per 
annum will be reasonably rapid for 
those who render satisfactory service. 
Under the census law selections from 
the eligible register will be made in 
the order of rating and in accordance 
with the law of apportionment, so that 
all persons will have an equal chance 
of appointment. 

Applicants must be between the age 
of 18 and 50 years, except that per- 
sons honorably discharged from the 
military or naval service, by reason 
of disability resulting from wounds or 
sickness incurred in the line of duty, 
may be examined without regard to 
age, and except that boys who have 
reached the age of 16 years and have 
not reached the age of 18 years, will 
be permitted to take the examination, 
and if they pass, will be eligible for 
appointment as messenger boys only: 
It is understood that the Census Bu- 
reau will make some appointments 
from this examination about January 
1, 1910, but the majority of such ap- 


pointments will be made between 
April and August, 1910. 
Application forms and further in- 


formation may be obtained by address- 
ing the U. S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion, Washington, D. C., the Bureau of 
the Census, Washington, D. C., or the 
Secretary of the Board of U. S. Civil 
Service Examiners at the Post Office, 
Boston, Mass.

POSTAL UNION MONUMENT. 


A ceremony likely to prove of inter- 
est to the civilized world will be the 
unveiling next Monday at Berne, 
Switzerland, of the monument to com- 
memorate the founding of the Inter- 
national Postol Union, which had its 
birth in the General Postal Congress 
held there thirty-five years ago. Hard- 
ly a better medium for improving in- 
ternational relationships has ever 
been devised. It brought order and 
system out of conditions that had 
previously been confusing and in 
many respects burdensome. It substi- 
tuted uniformity and definiteness for 
the old plan of separate conventions 
of one country with another, a method 
that was fruitful of friction and a 
disceuragement to correspondence. It 
established uniform and lower rates 
than had previously prevailed, and re- 
lieved diplomatic relations ‘between 
governments of a vexing responsibility 
if not of an actual burden. 

It.is very appropriate that the 
monument should stand in Berne. Not 
only was the movement there brought 
to maturity, but like The Hague, as 
the meeting ground of the peace con- 
ferences, it represents world neutrali- 
ty. The little republic is at peace 
with everybody and likely to remain 
50. It is in the path of world travel 
and the monument will add new dis- 
tinction and interest to a town that 
for its size possesses unusual histor- 
ic value. 

The American minister, who will 
represent this country at the wun- 
veiling, is not likely to forget that he 
is participating in an event that had 
its initiative n the United States, and 
that also at a time when we had other 
very serious matters to think about. 
Perhaps recent history has not done 
full justice to the late Montgomery 
Blair, who was Lincoln's postmaster 
general from 1861 to 1864. The bio- 
graphies speak of him as “a lawyer 
and politician,” but he made one of 
the most efficient heads of the Post 
Office Department that it has had dur- 
ing its entire history. It was his pro- 
posal that led to the meeting of the 
International Postal Commission in 
Paris in 1863, from which these later 
and larger developments have sprung. 
He also introduced the money order 
system, free delivery in cities, the 
sorting of mails in the cars and other 
improvements of benefit to the pub- 
lic, and his memory will deserve con- 
spicuous recall in the coming celebra- 
tion.—Boston Transcript. 


NURSES FREE SCHOLARSHIP. 


Philadelphia, the City of Brotherly 
Love, has an exhibition of practical 
benevolence in the work of the Phila- 
delphia School for Nurses which is of 
surpassing interest to every one inter- 
ested in the care of the sick, the edu- 
cation of nurses and the promotion of 
public health and sanitation. 

The annual report showed that dur- 
ing the past year, ten thousand, two 
hundred and seventy-five patients 
were supplied with nurses, who other- 
wise could not have secured skilled 
hursing care. Four-fifths of this ser- 
vice was rendered gratuitously. It was 
shown also that in teaching facilities, 
available workers and number of stu- 
dents, the school ranks as the largest 
school for nurses in the world. 

Clara Barton, the world renowned 
murse and manager of field hospital 
work and organizer of the Red Cross 
Society, having for many years ob- 
served the efficient work of the Phila- 
delphia School for Nurses, recently in- 
vited Dr. Eugene Underhill, founder of 
the institution, to visit her, and be 
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present at a conference in her summer 
home in Oxford, Mass., for the purpose 
of considering the advisability of re- 
producing the work in the larger New 
England cities. 

At a public reception, representa- 
tives from Lowell, Salem, Worcester, 
Springfield, New Haven, Bridgeport, 
Providence and other manufacturing 
centers, called attention to the need of 
this service for their respective cities. 

Several large classes of students are 
about to be enrolled in the Philadel- 
phia School for Nurses, who will, 
doubtless, witness the development of 
the work of the School and its exten- 
sion in accordance with plans now de- 
veloping as a result of the recent New 
England conferences. A large number 
of free Two Year scholarships are 
available to young women throughout 
the entire country, preference being 
given to those living in the smaller 
towns and cities, and the rural dis- 
tricts. These scholarships include 
room, board, laundering, uniforms, all 
necessary instruction, and railroad 
fare paid to the student’s home town 
upon the completion of the Course. A 
preparatory home study course and a 
short resident course are also avail- 
able to those who desire to quickly 
prepare themselves for self-support, 
but who are unable to devote two 
years to study. Any reader of this 
paper who thay be interested in the 
general subject can, by addressing the 
school at 2219 Chestnut Street, Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., get full information and 
details of the work, and the scholar- 
ships now available. 


ROAD BUILDING. 

Road making in Vermont has pro- 
gressed to that stage that macadam 
roads are not the highest development. 
Macadam is excellent for the ground- 
work, but something more is required 
for the finishing touches before the 
work is considered completely done. 
A covering of bitumen which serves to 
bind the materials together is ‘being 
used by the most progressive road 
makers nowadays, although as yet the 
idea has gained but slight headway. 
The municipalities are having experi- 
ments in this new phase of road 
building, having copied it largely 
from Massachusetts. Austin B. Fletch- 
er, secretary of the Massachusetts 
highway commission, in speaking be- 
fore an assembly of road makers in 
Cleveland, said that before any of the 
bituminous materials are applied it is 
essential that the road surface be 
evened up and patched where neces- 
sary, rolled and swept clean of all 
dust. The bituminous materials in the 
Massachusetts experiments are then 
applied hot to the road surface by 
means of spraying machines or grav- 
ity distributors or by hand in quanti- 
ties varying from one-fourth to three- 
fourths of a gallon to the square yard, 
and immediately covered evenly with 
sand, fine gravel or broken’ stone 
screenings. The surface is then 
rolled, and there results ag protecting 
coat or covering from three-eights to 
three-fourths of an inch in depth, de- 
pending on the quantity of the bitum- 
inous material used, and prebably to 
some extent on the nature of the sand 
or gravel placed over it. 

It may be thought that this applica- 
tion of bitumen to the macadam is a 
very costly addition, but the results as 
found in Massachusetts do not bear 
out the idea. It has been found that 
by the application of one-half a gallon 
to a square yard the road will last for 
two years and with further applica- 
tion of a little more bituminous ma- 
terial yearly or once in two years, 
the roadbed will be preserved indefin- 
itely. At this rate of repair the up- 
keep of the roads will cost merely 
the price of renewing the covering, 
which amounts to four or five cents 
per square yard each year. There is 
no wear on the foundation stones; in 
fact the wear all comes on the bitum- 
inous surface.—Barre Times. 


RABBI HIRSH’S PLANS 


New Jewish Temple to Be House of 
Prayer For All Nations 
Chicago, Oct. 7.—Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsh, paster of the Chicago Sinai 
Congregation, announces the com- 
pletion of plans for a new temple and 
social center for his congregation and 
for the broadening of Jewish religious 
work into social and educational en- 

terprise. 

Men, women and children of all na- 
tions are to be welcomed to the new 
home of Sinai Congregation. Over the 
portal of the temple will be carved 
these words: 

“Mine House Shall Be the House of 
Prayer for All Nations.” 

“These words,” said Hirsh, “are the 
keynote of the enterprise. The insti- 
tution should mean much in the dis- 
semination of liberal ideas among the 
Jews of the country. We Jews are 
not a unit by ourselves and cannot 


be. We are not strangers and para- 
sites. We are a part of the commun- 
ity,.?” 


Suicide at His Desk 

New York, Oct. 7.—F. H. Ross 
shot himself dead as he sat at his 
desk in the offices of the New Mexico 
Development company. Despondency 
over his ill health is supposed to have 
led to the suicide. Ross, who was 
bookkeeper for the New Mexico De- 
velopment company, was 65 years old 
and is said to have been a West Point 
graduate and to have served many 
years in the army.

idix’s Generalship Enables Him

BOVERS NEARLY 700 MILES 


Forest 


Balloon Comes to Earth In 
North of Warsaw, Russian Poland, 
After Encountering Great Difficulties 
—Fog and Blinding Rainstorms 
Caused All the Other Pilots to De- 
scend Long Before American 


Zurich, Oct. 7.—All Zurich is 
toasting America and her champion 
balloonist, Edgar W. Mix, who, af- 
ter a remarkable and dramatic strug- 
gle against winds and rain storms, 
has carried off first honors {n the in- 
ternational balloon race for the Gor- 
don Bennett cup by sailing from Zur- 
ich to the heart of the forest north of 
Warsaw, in Russian Poland. 

The official classification has not 
yet been announced, but it is calcu- 
lated that Mix covered a distance of 
between 648.94 miles and 695.53 
miles. Alfred Le Blanc, the French 
pilot, is placed second with a distance 
of 517.81 miles; Captain Messner, 
one of the Swiss pilots, third with 
496.80 miles, and Colonel Schaeck, 
another Swiss entrant, fourth. 

The other thirteen starters are 
placed at varying distances far behind 
the four leaders, the last two being 
McLean, England, with 276.34 miles, 
and Vleminex, Belgium, with 267.03 
miles. 

Mix furnished the dramatic side of 
the contest His telegram dropped 
from his balloon at Jicin, upper Bo- 
hemia, was jumbled in_ translation 
and started the rumor that the Ameri- 
ca had descended at Jicin. Immedi- 
ately there was a telegraphic bom- 
bardment of Jicin, which showed that 
the balloon had made no stop there. 
As Mix was the last man to ascend in 
the start from Zurich on last Sunday, 
the greatest excitement prevailed 
over his whereabouts until the arrival! 
of his message saying that he had 
landed in Russian Poland. 

While some disappointment 
because of the failure of the Swiss 
pilots to repeat last year’s victory, 
the general sentiment is one of satis- 
faction that America has taken the 
prize. Experts in aeronautics are 
filled with admiration for Mix’s 
achievement, pointing out that the 
storms which drove the more. ex- 
perienced balloonists to earth could 
not conquer the American. 

M. Gugelberg, vice president of the 
Swiss Aero club, said that Mix started 
in to win at the outset and showed 
remarkable generalship. “Mix hus- 
banded his ballast,” said Gugelberg. 
“When ascending at Zurich he moved 
upward at almost irritating slownees, 
but he was only employing = skillful 
tactics and keeping his ballast for a 
critical moment. That is how he won. 
Mix’s successful flight against the 
driving wind, rain and fog constitutes 
one of the most remarkable voyages 
in history.” 

The first naws of Mix’s landing was 
conveyed in his dispatch to the press, 
dated Ostrolenka. The aeronaut 
said: 

“IT landed in the midst of a large 
pine tree in the forest of Gutova, west 
of Ostrolenka, Tuesday morning. 1 
encountered a heavy rain. My ballast 
was exhausted when I came down. 
At present I am in the hands of the 
police, but all is going well. I had 
bad weather Sunday night. It was 
cloudy and rain fell and I used half of 
my ballast before morning. The 
weather was so thick that it was im- 
possible to locate my position, except 
for one hour south of Prague, and a 
star observation I took at latitude 
51.45.1 and longitude 10.0.38.” 

Mix used his ballast and kept his 
balloon in the air until the last ounce 
of sand was gone. He made his jour- 
ney through fog and blinding rain- 
storms, which compelled all the other 
pilots to descend. After crossing the 
Swiss and the Austrian Alps, Mess- 
ner, one of the Swiss pilots, report- 
ed that his clothes were covered with 
ice to a thickness of half an inch. 
Messner reached an altitude of 18,- 
000 feet.

Winchester, Mass., Oct. 7.—Two

New York, Oct. 7.—Contending 


that in the discovery of the Hudson ; 


river, as in the case of the North 


Pole, there is “honor enough for 
two,” thousands of Itallans, smoth- 
ered in flags, bunting and gay uni- 
forms, paraded down Broadway to 
the Battery, where they unveiled a 
statue of Giovanni De Verrazano, 
whom historians describe as the first 
trans-Atlantic voyager to arrive in 
New York harbor. 

With no intention to belittle the 
achievements of Henry Hudson, Ital- 
ians maintain that Verrazano discov- 
ered the Hudson in 1524, or eighty- 
five years before the Half Moon's ar- 
rival. But the Florentine navigator, 
who evidently regarded the stream an 
ordinary one, left no detailed report 
of his exploration of the river. On 
this account he has received but lit- 
tle recognition in the new world for his 
achievement. 

The parade comprised Italian 
societies of New York and New Jer- 
sey, and others from New Haven, 
Lawrence, Mass., and Saratoga, N. 
Y. Nearly 20,000 Italian men and 
women were mustered for the demon- 
stration, and as they marched down 
Broadway they attracted great crowds 
of onlookers in spite of the fact that 
the city has had a surfeit of parades

lately. 

A* gigantic float reproduced Ver- 
razano’s boat in flowers, while the 
paraders were arrayed in a riot of 
colors such as only a Latin people 
can effect. The sailors from the 
Italian cruisers Etruria and Etna 
Were in the line of march. 

To some unversed in history the 


demonstration evidently seemed out 
of place, and either as indicative of 
their disapproval or in a_ spirit of 
rowdyism, a number of cliff dwellers 
in Broadway skyscrapers threw paper 
bags filled with water and other mis- 
siles down upon the marchers. 

At the unveiling of the monument, 
addresses were delivered by Charles 
Barsotti, editor of an Italian news- 
paper in New York; by Rear Admiral 
Marquis Di Brechetti, representing 
King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, and 
by leaders of the Italian colony of the 
city. The monument was erected by 
public subscription taken up among 
the Italians here. 

The day’s festivities were conclud- 
ed with a reception given by the lo- 
cal committee at Madison Square 
Garden last night to the officers and 
men of the Italian cruisers Etruria 
and Etna. 

Verrazano was a

gator, born about 1485, a few years | 


before Columbus discovered the new 


world. He was sent out on an ex- 
ploring expedition by Francis I of 
France, and is supposed to have

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VAHEY TALKS 
ON INCOME TAX 


He Declares That ihe Repub- 
licans Fear If as an Issue 


FOSS DISCUSSES THE TARIFF 


Says Game Has Been Outplayed by 
Republicans—Pleads For Better Ap- 
plication of Principles of Reciproc- 
Ity—Governor Draper, In Letter to 


Labor Men, Gives Reasons For 
Vetoing Eight-Hour Bill 
Everett, Mass., Oct. 7.—The 


opening guns of the state campaign 
were touched off here last 
when a thousand more people 
crowded in a big tent and heard lead- 
ers of the Democratic party present

the issues on which that party will 
depend for victory at the polls next 
month. 

James H. Vahey of Watertown, 
Democratic candidate for governor, 
discussed the income tax and opened 
his speech by quoting the decision of 
Justice Harlan of the United States 
supreme court. 

The speaker declared the Demo- 
cratic party in Massachusetts was un- 
reservedly in favor of the adoption of 
an amendment to the constitution of 
the United States permitting a tax 
upon incomes; that the’ Republicans, 
although opposing it, feared it as an 
issue and consequently begged the 
question by taking no definite stand 
in the matter in their platform. 

Mr. Vahey said the Republicans 
took pride in the fact that the state 
had an income tax upon its books, 
but that the results of the tax com- 
mission showed the ratio of Iintangi- 
ble personai property to incomes in 
Boston to be 35 to 1; in other cities 
20 to 1, and of personal property to 
incomes 60 to 1. He declared the 
burden of the income tax in Massa- 
chusetts was wholly inadequate, 
notoriously deficient and worked posi- 
tive injustice. 

Increased revenue is needed, said 
Vahey, and there is no reason why 
Massachusetts and a few other states 
should alone bear the income tax; the 
trusts and corporations should also 
pay, and there was no way to make 
the tax apply equitably except by 
amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for the income tax. 

Eugene N. Foss, candidate for 
lieutenant governor, who left the 
Republican party to join forces with 
the Democrats at the state convention 
recently, explained at length his rea- 
sons for the change. He said he had 
not left the Republican party so much 
as the party had left him and others 
who, like him, were seeking for the 


fulfillment of Republican party 
pledges. He prophesied that many 
Republicans would be won to the 


Democratic banner this fall. 

Mr. Foss protested that the Repub- 
lican party had become drunk with 
tariff excesses and outplayed the 
game; that the people were suffering 
from hostile legislation and that as a 
result the United States had become 
responsible for the high protective 
tariffs of all nations. He said the 
reciprocity of past tariffs had been cut 
out and that retaliation was the spirit 
of the Aldrich-Payne bill. 

Mr. Foss pleaded strongly for a 
better application of the principles of 
reciprocity, declaring the first step 
should be the tearing down of the 
tariff wall against Canada. He also 
advocated the income tax, which, 
when it came, would make It easier 
to lower the tariff taxes. As the best 
remedy of the existing conditions of 
“bossism” Foss also advanced his 
reasons for supporting direct nomina- 
tions. 


THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL 


Governor Draper Gives Three Reasons 
For Exercising the Veto 

Boston, Oct. 7. —Governor Dra- 
per last night notified the executive 
board of the Massachusetts branch of 
the American Federation of Labor 
that he would be unable to accept an 
invitation to attend a meeting of the 
branch at Springfield Oct. 13 and ina 
letter presents his reasons for vetoing 
the eight-hour bill in the last session 
of the legislature. 

Three reasons are given for the 
veto by the governor—the substitution 
of the words “require or permit,” 
which, the governor claims, “is both 
drastic and unnecessary, and con- 
stitutes an unwarrantable interference 
with the rights of the working man to 
work more than eight hours a day if 
he so desires;” secondly, the increase 
in the penalty in the existing law, as 
the penalty would be applicable un- 
der the provisions of the act whether 
the violation was intentional or not; 
and thirdly, that the provision that 
the “employment of any workman, la- 
borer or mechanic in the public ser- 
vice for more than eight hours in 
any one calendar day shall be prima

HEARST FOR MAYOR 


Nominated Despite His Statement] GHSESSASSSSSISSS SHOSOSSSSSSS SSS 


That He Was Not a Candidate 


New York, Oct. 7.—William R. 
Hearst, once defeated for mayor of 
this city by George B. McClellan and 
later defeated by Charles E. Hughes 
for governor of the state, was nomi- 
nated for the mayoralty last night at 
a mass meeting of 4000 of his admir- 
ers at Cooper Union. 

This action was taken despite his 
authoritative statement Tuesday even- 
ing that he would not be a candidate. 
Resolutions were adopted directing 
that a committee of five be appointed 
to take steps to choose an entire city, 
county and borough ticket, which will 
be placed in nomination by petition. 

When, after a half dozen speeches, 
Hearst was formally nominated for 
mayor, the meeting rose to its feet 


lasted twenty minutes before the 
chairman’s calls for order could be 
heard. 

No indications as to what Hearst's 
attitude would be toward the action of 
the meeting was received before ad- 
journment was taken, but the leaders, 
and speakers expressed confidence 
that -it would be impossible for him 
to refuse. 


CONFESSION OF MURDER 


It Is Expected to Bring Pardon to 
Joe Guey and Warry Charles 

Boston, Oct. 7.—On the strength 
of the confession of Hom Woon, one 
of the three Chinamen confined« at 
Charlestown awaiting the death chair, 
that he alone was the instigator of the 
massacre in Chinatown on the night 
of Aug. 24, 1907, and that Warry 
Charles and Joe Guey were not pres- 
ent and had nothing to do with the 
plot, Governor Draper yesterday 
granted a reprieve of sixty days to 
both. 

Charles W. Bartlett during that 
time will prepare and present the pe- 
tition for the pardons for both, and Is 
optimistic that his arguments will at 
least save Charles and Guey from the 
death chair. 

The alleged confession from Hom 
Woon will be taken before Draper and 
counsel when the plea of attorneys for 
Guey and Charles is heard in the ef- 
fort to have them spared the death 
penalty. 


FOURTH OUTRAGE 
WITHIN A YEAR 


Large Section of Viaduet af 
Buffalo Is Blown Up 


Buffalo, Oct. 7.—A large viaduct 
over the New York Central tracks was 
wrecked by dynamite early this morn- 
An unsuccessful attempt was 
made on the morning of Sept. 14 to 
destroy the same structure. A large 
section of the bridge Was demolished 
this morning. 

The force of the explosion was ter- 
rific, hundreds of windows within a 
radius of a block being shattered. 

The viaduct, which was nearing 
completion, was being constructed by 
the S. J. McCain company of Mercer, 
Pa. The company works on the open 
shop plan. 

This is the fifth outrage of the kind 
in Buffalo and the fourth within a 
year.

THE PATRIOT AT HOME. 


Editors Daily Ledger: I 

You kindly published my communi- 
cation in relation to the Sons of 
Veterans, incidentaly referring to the 
Civil War Veterans. I have heard it 
said: “what about the men that did 


mot go, are they worthy of any 
credit?” 
Most certainly mearly every one. 


Some had to remain to carry on affairs 
here, construct vessels, cannon and 
other war supplies and to provide 
food and clothing for the front. Quite 
a number were desirous to go but 
were unable to pass the medical ex- 
aminations. Many were the sole sup- 
port of the family and the $11 per 
month (the soldier pay) was no temp- 


tation. Several gave largely of their 
means . Some even furnishing substi- 
tutes. One man still living, an ex- 


press man carried hundreds of pack- 
ages to Boston free for the soldiers 
and army ‘hospitals. 

O yes we had brave men and women 
who gave the departing soldiers 
money and comforting words, promis- 
ing their families would be looked out 
for and if taey were fortunate enough 
to return easy work would be secured 
for them. One who did not go to the 
front was the late George W. Prescott 
who had to look after the business 
interests of a widow and small family 
as well as his own. But no man 
helped more to bring cheer and com- 
fort to the soldier at the front than he 
and when the home newspaper “The 
Patriot” arrived, letters and packages 


were laid aside until every line in 
“The ‘Patriot” was read and dibs- 
cussed. 


I noticed an article in Wednesday's 
Ledger headed Military List stating 
that in event of war Quincy could 
furnish 3000 men. That seems a 
large mumber but is still much less 
in proportion than we furnished for 
the civil war. The fact remains that 
this country is no longer governed by 
the old milk and water policy of “I 
guess no one will trouble us, if they 
do something will turn up to save us.” 
We are through that stage. It is no 
secret that while the U. S. do not and 
will not look for any foreign trouble, 
they intend to be prepared with the 
best appliances and there will be 
some hesitancy in dinterferring with 
us. But it is bound to come sometime. 
Our geographical situation ever 
thought secure is no longer a barrier 
against the modern fleet. 

The manoeuvres lately demonstrated 
that a foreign foe could land and en- 
trench themselves unmolested. It was 
also discovered that the militia were 
not at all up to the standard of the 
Regular Army through no fault of 
their’s but simply from want of prac- 
tice. I imagine the various states will 
soon get*the tip to reconstruct their 
Militia. It is impossible to take men 
from dry goods banks, or 
farms and put them against trained 
and hardened fighting men. It re- 
quires months of constant daily drill 
for both men and officers.

Auto Goes over Enbankment| What isGoing on Behind the Purse of $100 in Gold Given 


And Turns Turtle 


There came very near being a fatal- 
ity on Independence avenue Thursday 
evening when a taxicab owned by the 
Boston Taxicab Co., plunged over an 
embankment and turned turtle.

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STORY OF TRIP 


Encountered Thick Weather 


Almast From Very Start 
THRILLING PASSAGE OF ALP 


Balloon Swooped Down Mountainside 
Until Basket Brushed Through 
Treetops—Farmhouse-_— Tiles and 
Chimneys Suffer From Guide Rope— 
Forced to Throw Provisions Over- 
board In Order to Remain In Air 


Paris, Oct. 8.—Edgar W. Mix, the 
winner of the international balloon 
race for the Gordon Bennett trophy, 
has sent from Warsaw the following 
account of his memorable voyage: 

“Leaving Zurich Sunday at 3:57 p. 
m., we were able to recognize our 
route only’as far as Constance. 
Thence to the finish the weather was 
so thick that direction could only be | 
determined by compass. During Sun- 
day night the balloon, in a drenching | 
rain, 
complete standstill. We ascended 
and descended in search of better cur- 
rents of air, without appreciable re- 
sults. By 4 o'clock in the morning 
half of our ballast had been used. 


“The passage of the Bavarian Alps ! 


through rain and clouds was thrilling. 
Once we swooped down the mountain- 
side with frightful velocity, plunging 
into a chasm of fog which seemed 
bottomless. It was as if the earth 
had opened to swallow us up. The 
basket several times crashed through 
the treetops. After two hours we 
emerged from the valley and got a 
northerly slant of wind. 

When clear of the mountains, we 
moved at a lively rate. The guide 
rope dragged over farm houses, 
breaking tiles and chimneys. The 
| peasants rushed out with cries and 
{mprecations. 

“We then found that the guide rope 


| had become unravelled and hoisted it 
,into the basket for repairs which 


were most difficult, since were at the 


;Same time working hard with the 
| blower to prevent the balloon from 


rising. A few hours later we recog- 


|nized several villages and then the 
town of Konigstadt.

“We sighted a balloon to the east- 


| ward with peasants hanging onto the

“After passing over Konigstadt, 


, which cost us three sacks of ballast, 
, we rose through the clouds to an alti- | 
| tude of 15,000 feet and saw above the 


clouds a balloon to the north, about 
100 metres higher. We began to de- 
scend at 1:40 p. m., emerging from 
the clouds about 460 metres above the 
of Waldenburg, and 
obliged to jettison eleven sacks of bal- 
last and half of our provisions to keep 
clear of the roofs, but as it was, the 


| Guide rope dragged over the wires of 


the fortress and railroad station, 
creating consternation among the yell- 
ing population. 

“We rose again to 2890 metres near 
Breslau, throwing overboard the life- 
savers, mattresses and the remainder 
of our provisions. Gradually we con- 
tinued to descend after reaching that 
altitude, until 6 o’clock in the even- 
ing. With good equilibrium we man- 
aged to keep afloat until 3 o’clock 
Tuesday morning without expending 
ballast, of which, as a matter of fact, 
there was net an ounce left. 

“The balloon landed and became 
wedged between pine trees in the for- 
est of Gustova. We waited until 6:30 
before deflating and then searched for 
help. We found peasants, one of 
whom had been in America and spoke 
a little English. With their ald we 
loaded the balloon on carts. While 
this was in progress a forest guard 
wantonly killed one of the peasant’s 
dogs, arousing great indignation. 

“We accompanied the owner to the 
proprietor of the estate to. lodge a 
complaint and found a peasant woman 


‘ speaking a little French, who regis- 
,; tered an entry of our landing in the

Liquor Gases Consume Much 
Time In Nantucket 


NO CONVICTIONS BY JURIES 


Move to Have Superior Court Re- 
moved From County as a Result— 
Appeals From Lower Court Put 
Over Until July, as Judge Refuses 
to Hear Them—Fruitless Crusade 
Against Liquor Traffic 


Nantucket, Mass., Oct. 8.—Be- 
cause no jury can be secured in Nan- 
tucket county to return a conviction 
in liquor cases, a movement has be- 
gun to have the superior court re- 
moved from the county. 

The latest unsuccessful attempt of 
the government to secure a convic- 
tion came yesterday, when the de- 
fendants in four liquor cases in the 
superior court were acquitted by the 
second jury in the superior court. 

Judge Fessenden then refused to 
hear any more of the cases which had 
come up on appeal from the lower 
court and ordered the remainder con- 
tinued until next July. 

The session of the superior court 
has been one of the longest and 
abounded in more features than any 
ever held in Nantucket county. The 
protracted sitting’ had its basic rea- 
son in the crusade of the town of 
Nantucket—which is also the county 
of Nantucket—against liquor selling 
by drug stores, kitchen barrooms and 
other illegal traffickers. 

The town secured cases against 
four parties and with permanent in- 
habitants and summer residents in- 
terestedly looking on sought to secure 
conviction. The jurors, picked from 
the voting population, however, 
could not be impressed with the de- 
fendants’ guilt, and two bodies of 
twelve men each acquitted the alleged 
liquor dealers. 

Among those who were acquitted 
for the second time yesterday were R. 
G. Coffin & Co., druggists, and Robert 
M. Powers of Foxboro, proprietor of 
the Ocean View hotel at Siasconset. 


MAYOR BROWN BEATEN 


Court Restores Lowell Pollce Board 
That Had Been Ousted 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 8.—George 
H. Brown, the policeman-mayor of 
Lowell, received a severe setback 
yesterday at the hands of Judge Dana 
of the superior court. 

His charges of incapacity, mal- 
feasance and neglect of duty, pre- 
ferred against the police board which 
he ousted shortly after his becoming 
mayor, were declared by Dana not to 
be sustained. 

The board which Brown appointed 
to succeed the police board he had 
ousted was dismissed. 

Judge Dana declared that the mem- 
bers of the police board are in no 
sense subordinates of the mayor, and 
that in their sphere they are as su- 
preme as Brown is in his. 

The board to be restored to power 
by Dana’s decision are Frank K. 
Stearns, Charles H. Hanson and 
Thomas H. Boulger. Stearns has 
two years to serve, Hanson three and 
Boulger’s term expires next year. 


NEW BABY IN HOUSE 


Landlord Refuses to Renew Lease and 
Tenant Brings Suit 
Chicago, Oct. 8.—Race suicide 
landlords in Chicago must submit to 
a test in the courts of a new state law 
which became effective July 1 last, 
forbidding them to refuse rental of 
apartments to families with children. 
R. P. Longenecker, a tenant, re- 
fused renewal of a lease of an apart- 
ment because a child had been born to 
him therein, brought suit against the 
landlord under the new statute, de- 
manding that the landlord be forced 
to renew him the lease. The case 
will be heard in court Oct. 20. 


NO ATTACK ON TAMMANY 


Gaynor’s Attitude Means That Hearst 
Will Run For Mayor of New York 
New York, Oct. 8.—William J. 

Gaynor has accepted the Democratic 

nomination for mayor of greater New 

York. His speech contained no at- 

tack on Tammany Hall, which had 

been expected in some quarters. 

The omission was brought particu- 
larly to the public notice by a state- 
ment issued by William R. Hearst, 
who declared that he would yield to 
the urging of his friends and run for 
mayor on an independent ticket unless 
Gaynor came out with a denunciation 
of Tammany. 


Stricken With Paralysis 

New York, Oct.» 8.—Napthali H. 
Imber, author of Hatikvah, the Zionist 
national hymn, written in ancient He- 
brew and chanted the world around, 
was found unconscious from a sud- 
den attack of paralysis in an East 
Side street.

STATE POLITICS 


Vahey cn Brink of Defeat For 
Democratic Nomination 


Kneeland as Union Man Threatened to 
Oppose Foss, but Was Influenced to 
Remain Silent—Hard Fight Is on to 
Elect State Ticket 


The result of the Democratic state 
convention was a good deal of a sur- 
prise to the rank and file of the 
Democracy. It was also, in some re- 
spects, a surprise to the Republicans. 
The nomination of James H. Vahey 
of Watertown as the gubernatorial 
candidate was entirely expected. It 
had been foreshadowed for a num- 
ber of weeks that he would be the 
mominee of the party. 

There was, however, great aston- 
ishment when the votes were count- 
ed and it was found that Mayor John 


T. Coughlin of Fail River had se- 
cured so many delegates. It gave 
the following of Mr. Vahey the sur- 
prise of their live und indicated 
clearly that if Mr. Coughlin had made 
@ thorough and systematic canvass 
he might easily have secured the 
pomination. 

One of the startlin: incidents of 
the convention occurred while Mr. 
Vahey was speaking. He declared 
that at some time he would like to 
mominate Charles Sumner Hamlin of 
Mattapoisett for governor. That 


raised a great outcry: “Do it now, do 
it now., do it now,” from all parts of 
the hall. The black hair of Mr. 
Vahey nearly became white with ter- 
ror at this symptom of defection from 
his standard. Had there been some- 
one there to lead the convention at 
that moment and try to stampede it 
for Mr. Hamlin he would have had no 
difficulty whatever in doing it. It was 
a perfectly clear intimation to Mr. 
Vahey that the convention was not 
glued to his personality in any way 
whatsoever. 

The most astounding thing in con- 


nection with the whole convention, 
however, was the nomination for 
Meutenant governor of Eugene N. 


Foss of Boston. Mr. Foss is a large 
employer of labor in the Sturtevant 
Blower Works at Mamaica Plain and 
he does not recognize the labor union. 
The labor union leaders have for a 
Jong time had their knives out for Mr. 
Foss. It may have been this which 
Gefeated him for congress when he 
was the Republican candidate in the 
Eleventh district some years ago. 
At any rate John A. Sullivan ran 
nearly three thousand votes ahead of 
him in that canvass and was elected. 

When the labor men heard that 
Foss was going to get the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant governor 
they were wild with rage. One of 
their leaders, former Alderman Fred 
J. Kneeland of Boston, was a dele- 
gate to the Democratic state conven- 
tion. He announced that he would 
oppose the nomination of Foss on the 
floor of the convention in the name 
of organized labor, and in this he was 
backed up by the rank and file of the 
movement in the Hub. 

However, he did not do it. The 
men who had prepared to denounce 
Governor Draper, because he vetoed 
@ measure to amend the eight hour 
bill, got at work immediately and 
gquelched Kneeland. It was a hard 
task. However, at last the persua- 
sions of some of the Democratic lead- 
ers in Boston and especially, as it is 
claimed, the influence of Ex-Mayor 
John F. Fitzgerald, were sufficient 
to overbear Mr. Kneeland and to 
silence him on the floor of the con- 
vention hall. When the name of Mr. 
Foss was presented there was not a 
“yip"” from any of the labor men who 
were delegates there. 

The Boston Herald, an independent 
newspaper with Democratic leanings, 
had a cartoon the day following the 
convention showing the Democratic 
donkey holding a large money sack 
under a Foss barrel, the bung-hole 
of which was spouting paper cur-

rency into the Democratic receptacle. | 


The flood of wealth was labelled “Foss 
Nomination” and the grin which over- 
spread the face of the Democratic 
donkey was of the kind that won't 
come off. 

It was, perhaps, this cartoon which 
taused Chairman McLeod of the 
Democratic committee to issue 
a statement solemnly asseverating 
that the nomination was not made in 
consideration of any contributions 
which Mr. Foss would give to the 
Democratic campaign fund, and de- 
claring that he was named simply be- 
. Cause the party wanted someone like 
him on the ticket for its moral effect 
on the campaign. Does not that 
sound really too good to be true? 

Be that as it may, Republicans are 
laboring under no delusions in re- 
Gard to the purpose of the Demo- 
cracy in placing Mr. Foss on the 
ticket. Whenever Mr. Foss hag been 
a candidate he has been an energetic 
one and dispensed large sums of 
money to accomplish his purpose, 
whether a nomination or an election. 

It will be up to the Republicans to 
make a good, hard fight in any event. 
If Mr. Foss the angel who is to 
finance the Democratic campaign it 
will not do for the Republican party 
to go to sleep. This is an off year 
and the chief danget lies in that 
fact. The real work consists in get- 
ting the voters aroused and bringing 


state

them to the polls. So good a man as 
Governor John L. Bates was defeat- 
ed in the presidential year of 1904 by 
the over-confidence of the Republican 
That instance ought not to 
find a repetition this year in the case 
of Governor Draper. 

The Democrats intend to get imme- 


diately to work. They propose to 
make a sharp speaking campaign 
which sha!l cover the commonwealth 


and to arouse the voters of their party 


Pe has not been done since the famous 


Gaston ar of 1993. The whole 
question on the Republican side is to 
get their voters to the polls. If they 
can do this the victory is easily as- 
sured. But with the labor union 


strength opposing Mr. Draper, no 
chances of defeat should be taken and 
the Republican organization should 
do everything in its power to make 
the election of Mr. Draper and Mr. 
Frothingham both, not only certain, 
but by a big majority. 

There are some who believe Mr. 
Foss has been promised by the Demo- 
cratic machine the nomination of that 
party next fall in one of the congres- 
sional districts in Boston. There are 
only two where such a trade could be 
made; namely, the tenth and 
eleventh. In the tenth Congressman 
Joseph F. O'Connell is now the repre- 
sentative and he would undoubtedly 
fight for a renomination. In the 
eleventh Andrew J. Peters is the 
present congressman and no doubt he 
would be willing to serve another 
term. There are still others who be- 
lieve Mr. Foss intends next year to 
elbow Mr. Vahey aside and take the 
nomination for governor in case his 
Tun this year is satisfactory.

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INJURIES 
PROVE FATAL 


Victim of Electric Car Accident 
Died this Morniug 


There was a frightful accident on 
Sea street Sunday afternoon when 
Clyde Leslie the eighteen months old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Martin H. MeCon- 
nell was run over by an electric car 
in front of his home and so badly in- 
jured that both legs had to be ampu- 
tated later at the City Jhospital, and 
although the boy passed as comfort- 
able night. as could be- expected he 
died this morning at 7.30. 

Mr. McConnell lives in the care- 
taker’s house at the John Quincy 
Adams farm and the accident happen- 
ed almost in front of his home. Real- 
izing the danger from passing cars 
and teams the boy’s mother had al- 
ways been very careful to keep the 
little fellow off the street. Sunday 
afternoon the boy’s father was in the 
stable and the little fellow left the 
house to go to the stable to see the 
cows. Instead of doing so however 
he wandered into the street and cross- 
ed over to the south side of the street 
railway tracks just west of the turn- 
out. 

There is a sharp curve at this point 
and the tracks are somewhat hidden 


from view of the motorman. The car 
which left Quiney at about 3 o'clock 
was in charge of Conductor Elmer 
Blandin and motorman W. H. Gould. 


The motorman had a man on with him 
breaking in by the name of James 
Moran. Moran was running the car 
while Gould stood close to him giving 
him warning of the dangerous curve. 
As the car rounded the curve the boy 
was seen standing near the tracks ap- 
parently looking field, and 
unaware that a car was approaching. 

As soon as motorman Gould saw the 
took charge of the controller 
and brake and dmmediately reversed 
the power. At the same time the boy 
turned and started to walk across the 
track. The car at that time was slid-

ing on the rails. The fender on the 
front of the car struck the boy and 
threw him-to one side. In falling 


however the body went outside of the 
rail but his legs went under the car, 
both wheels passing over them. 
There were about fifty passengers 
on the car at the time and they be- 
camé ‘frantic as their efforts to raise 
the car were unavailing, and it was 
necessary to run the car back to get 
the boy out. In the meantime a tele- 
phone message had been sent for Dr. 
F. BE. Jones and the police ambulance. 
Dr. Jones made a record run to the 
scene and after applying the necessary 
bandages to stop the flow of blood, 
wrapped the boy in a Dilanket, and 
placing him in the hands of his father 
took both in his automobile to the City 
Hospital. At the hospital Dr. Jones 
was assisted by Dr. George M. Shea- 
han. The doctors found the boys legs 


so badly mangled that it was neces- 
sary to amputate them below the 
knee, In addition to his legs being 


mangled the surgeons found the right 
leg to be fractured above the knee. 

Although the accident is a sad one 
no blame can be attached to the car 
crew, who did all in their power to 
prevent the accident. The tracks at 
the point where the accident happened 
run close to the southerly side of the 
street, and enter the reserved space a 
few feet beyond where the accident 
happened. As the view is obstructed 
the cars always run slowly at this 
point and after Motorman Gould re- 
versed the power and applied the 
brakes tthe car did not go far. That 
the brakes were set hard was shown 
by the rails which were worn bright 
where the wheels slid along. 


MORAN ARRESTED. 


This morning a warrant was issued 
against James Moran, the motorman 
on the car and he was placed under 
arrest and immediately taken before 
Judge Avery and arraigned for man- 
slaughter. The court held him in 
$1,000 bonds until Oct. 29 on which 
day the inquest will be held. Bonds 
were immediately furnished by Supt. 
Gammons of the Quincy division and 
Moran released. 

If it should be determined at the 
inquest that Moran was not to blame 
he will probably be discharged.

MOODY BOYNTON RAILROAD. 


Moody Boynton is again at the State 
House with a railroad proposition. He 
expects to construct this fall 4 section 
of his bicycle railroad beginning at 
Brockton and going toward Boston. 
That distamce ,as he figures geog- 
raphy and prices, takes him to May- 
flower Park, where he will make con- 
nections with the Boston elevated sys- 
tem, with a single fare to Boston. He 
says that this is an entirely separate 
proposition from that of the Boston, 
Quincy and Fall River railway, for in 
this case the work is to be done by a 
comtruction company which will have 
inside rights to the other corporation. 
He believes that after the connection 
has been made with the Boston ele- 
vated most of the people who come to 
Brockton from the southeastern part 
of the State on their way to Boston 
will transfer to his system and get 
reduced rate and quicker time. 

iH#e has worked out a financial 
scheme whereby he believes that the 
construction and operation will be tak- 
en care of and that this six miles will 
be but the beginning of a wide use of 
his remarkable invention. There are 
many details which he explains, and 
he figures that his system will require 
only 20 per cent. of the gross receipts 
for its operating expenses, instead of 
70 per cent. as is the case with steam 
roads aS an average. The economy of 
money, the saving of human life and 
the greatly increased safely and speed 
make him expect that this work to be 
done in Brockton will mark the begin- 
ning of the revolution of the entire 
system of transportation in the United 
States,

MILITARY MANEUVERS. 


Our contention that the recent mili- 
tary maneuvers were of little value is 
sustained by the war department. 
Every other year will be often enough 
for the regulars and militia men to go 
into camp together. The word from 
the high officials is that some valua- 
ble lessons were learned in that period 
of stress and privation, but the cost 
in human suffering is held to have 
been out of all proportion to the bene- 
fits derived. The conclusion is that 
last summer's campaign taught some 
lessons.almost worth the cost. It was 
shown conclusively that men of seden- 
tary habits cannot be safely called 
into open field service without being 
gradually inraured to its hardships, 
and that a week’s encampment under 
wall tents in a carefully prepared 
camp does not sensibly fit the men 
for the hardships of a real field cam- 
paign. Nor can a drill once a week 
in a sheltered armory place the 
guardsman on a footing with the regu- 
lar soldier. All of which is true, but 
as we have Said, the armory and camp 
instruction prepares the militiaman 
for the service he must render in an 
emergency and when that emergency 
comes he will meet it to the best of 
his ability, and learn to endure hard- 
ships in the shortest possible time.

The next Sunday he went 
there and this time the chinaman told 
him that he had already taken his 
laundry and had gone away with the 
check so that he could present it 
again. He went away this time and 
the following Monday evening he went 
to the place again and told the laun- 
dryman that he wanted his laundry or 
he would have to pay for it. He al- 
leges that at this statement the ex- 
cited celestial ran into the back room 
and running out with a revolver, 
pointed it at him. Davidson then says 
that he ran away and securing a po- 
liceman, brought him back to the 
laundry. 

Officer Broberg was the officer and 
when he got there he says that the 
revolver was lying on the stand near 
where the chinaman was working. The 
chinaman would not give him the re- 
volver, he claimed, and he had to take 
it away from him which the did. At 
the police station upon examination 
it was found to be loaded with five 


cartridges ‘and having one empty shell 


in it. 

The chinaman claimed that David- 
son came in for his laundry and that 
when he took it he did not give him 
the check but took it away with him. 
When he came in the next time it was 
Sunday and that he told him he had 
the laundry and there were no words 
passed. But that the next night, Mon- 
day, he came in and started trou- 
ble.

ALMOST A 
FATALITY 


‘Bad Railroad Accident Averted 
| At Quincy Adams 


There came very near being a 
frightful railroad accident at the Quin- 
cy Adams station Monday evening, and 
after the danger had passed many 
wondered why several persons had not 
} been killed or horribly mangled. As 
it Was the engine of an outward ex- 
|} press train struck the shaft of an ex- 
press wagon ‘breaking it off. 

The inward train for Boston, due to 
leave Quincy Adams at 5.27 stood at 
the depot. On the east side of the 
track was an electric car and several 
teams besides several people waiting 
| to cross. On the west side there were 
also several teams and passengers. 
The gates at this time were down. 

As soon as the inward train pulled 
out of the depot the gateman, evident- 
ily forgetting to look to see if a train 
was coming from the opposite direc- 
tion, raised the gates It happened 
that there was an express train ap- 
proaching at a fair rate of speed. Or- 
dinarily the train would have been at 
full speed ‘but the engineer evidently 
j}had seen the gateman raise the gates 
j and realizing that he had not been 
|seen, he shut off steam and was slow- 
ing down. 

As soon as the gates were raised 
both sides started to cross. 
A team on the east side had reached 
the center of the inward track whea a 
foot passenger saw the approaching

The engineer of the outward train 
had his engine under full control and 
brought the train to a stop before the 
engine was fully over the crossing 
People who witnessed the affair held 
ltheir breaths in suspense expecting 
every minute to see someone killed. It 
was one of the narrowest escapes from 


a horrible accident that ever hap- 
pened at this deadly crossing. 
The gateman in charge of this 


crossing is an old man and was evi- 
dently a little negligent in not looking 
to see if there was an outward train 
approaching before raising the gates.

The program for Wednesday after- 
noon of the State Conference of 
Charities in Boston is in charge of 
a newer committee on “Social Work 


with the Sick and Convalescent.” 
This signifies a broadening of the field 
of both hospital and nurse with a 
view to giving them larger civic effi- 
ciency. The first half of this com- 
mittee’s session will be given to the 
problem of caring for the sick in

REFERRED TO PRESIDENT 


Chief Executive Will Decide as to 
Crane’s Fitness as a Diplomat 


Washington, Oct. 12.—Today 
probably will see the determination of 
the question whether Charles R. 


Crane will be requested to resign his 
recently acquired office of minister of 
the United States to China or will be 
permitted to resume in that capacity 
his journey to Pekin, whither he was 
kimost in the act of sailing from San 
Francisco when peremptorily sum- 
moned by Secretary Knox to return 
forthwith to Washington and explain 
his alleged responsibility for the dis- 
closure in a newspaper dispatch of 
supposedly confidential information 
about the attitude of the United States 
toward the new treaties between 
China and Japan. 

It is believed that the whole affair 
has been referred by Secretary Knox 
to President Taft. All the indications 
point in this direction, and the mat- 
ter is expected to remain in statu 
quo pending receipt of advices from 
the president, who is in the last 
analysis the official superior of both 
the secretary of state and the minister 
to China. 

The matter is generally regarded as 
embodying almost exclusively the 
question whether Crane has exhibit- 
ed a lack of that discretion which in 
the eyes of the diplomatic world is a 
first essential in the representative of 
a great government at such a center 
of international interest as the capital 
of China.

Pitsburg Team Wrests Sensational 
Game From the Detroits 
Detroit, Oct. 12.—Pittsburg de- 
feated Detroit in the third game of the 
world’s championship series by the 
score of 8 to 6, after one of the most 
sensational battles in the big series. 
Pittsburg gained a commanding 
lead, five runs, in the first inning by 
hitting Summers hard and with the 
aid of some ragged work by Detroit. 
Another run was added to the Pitts- 
burg total in the second inning and 
the lead of six to nothing looked to 
be big enough to give Pittsburg an 
easy victory, but brilliant rallies by 
Detroit in the seventh and ninth in- 
nings made the outcome doubtful un- 
til the last man was out in the ninth. 


HURRICANE HITS 
WESTERN CUBA 


Five Persons Killed and Exten- 
sive Damage fo Property 


Havana, Oct. 12.—The most seri- 
ous cyclone since the big blow of Oct. 
17, 1906, struck Cuba Monday, caus- 
ing extensive devastation through the 
whole western portion of the island. 
In the city of Havana many minor 
buildings were blown down or un- 
roofed, almost all the trees were up- 
rooted and five persons were killed. 
About twenty-five persons were in- 
jured. 

The greatest damage done was in 
the harbor, where forty or fifty light- 
ers, launches and small tugs were 
either sunk or blown ashore. 

The total damage in Havana and vi- 
cinity is estimated at $1,000,000. 
Communication with the interior of 
the island has been interrupted, ex- 
cept with parts of Havana and Pinar 
del Rio provinces, in which the 
orange and other fruit crops suffered 
severely. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Three Hundred Cases In Massachu- 
setts During Past Summer 

Boston, Oct. 12.—An investigation 
of infantile paralysis by the state 
board of health has disclosed @n un- 
usual number of cases during the past 
summer, especially ni and about this 
city. More than 300 cases were re- 
ported to the board since July 1, and 


the distribution has been through 
eighty cities and towns. 
Although little is known of he 


disease, physicians of the board are 
of the opinion that its existance is 
due to some germ. Many of the 
children afflicted have recovered, 
while others, it is feared, will have 
impaired nervous systems.

Leong Gong, three Chinamen, alone, 
friendless, aliens in a foreign land, 
went to their death in the electric 
Chair at the Charlestown state prison 
this morning, 
monwealth for participation in the 
murders of four of their countrymen 
in a raid on a rival Tong in Boston's 
Chinatown on Aug. 2, 1907. 

Each Mongolian went to his death 
apparently in full realization that his 
soul was to join those of his ancestors 
and resigned to his fate. Each had 
accepted the Roman Catholic faith, 
having been baptized last Sunday by 
Rev. Fr. Austin D. Malley, the 
prison chaplain, who preceded each 
of the men as they advanced to the 
chair after receiving a short time 
last sacraments of the

church. 

With his crucifix held high above 
and in front of the face of the man 
in the chair, Father Malley repeated 
The Lord’s Prayer. On the signal 
for the current to be turned on he 
dropped to his knees and was clearly 
the most affected witness in the death 
chamber. 

Hom Woon, aged 35 years, was the 
first victim. The current was turned 
on at 12:13:37. Death was was in- 
stantaneous, but a slight pulsation of 
the heart being revealed by the 
stethescope of the three examining 
physicians, the current was applied 
the second time at 12:19. The man 
was declared officially dead at 12:22. 

Hom Woon was the only one of the 
trio to evince the slightest resistance 
to being seated in the chair. With 
his hands braced against the arms of 
the chair, he stiffened his body and 
had to be forced into a sitting posi- 
tion, but he uttered no sound and 
made no other effort to avoid his fate. 

Min Sing, aged 21, seated himself 
easily in the chair, his face entirely 
devoid of expression. The buckles 
were quickly strapped, the electrodes 
placed and the current turned on at 
12:27:30. The straps binding down 
the left wrist had been left unbuckled, 
and as the body contracted under the 
powerful current the man’s. wrist 
turned and his straightened forefinger 
pointed upward. 

A pulsation, slighter than that of 
Hom Woon, showing, the current was 
turned on the second time at 12:33 to 
completely annul the muscular action. 
The second victim was pronounced of- 
ficially dead at 12:37:05. 

Execution of a Boy 

A tender, pitying look flashed over 
the faces of the witnesses and not a 
few turned away their heads as the 
third victim, Leong Gong, aged 19, 
shuffied boyishly into the room be- 
hind the giant guard whose duty it 
was to open and close the doors as 
he passed. 

He was but a boy, full of life, ap- 
parently curiously interested in ev- 
erything in the room, and as he seat- 
ed himself in the chair he shifted his 
position gracefully and easily, appar- 
ently anxious to assist the guards all 
that he could. It was a relief when 
the face strap shut out his gaze and 
his life went out at 12:41:10. 

Father Malley, who up to this time 
had borne himself with remarkable 
fortitude, dropped to his knees with 
a very audible expression of grief, 
and crossed himself again and again. 
Not a single pulsation of the heart 
was found by the first physician to 
place his stethescope over the boy’s 
heart, so complete had been the 
demolition of his youthful frame, and 
death was officially 
12:46:38. 

The electrician announced that in 
the first execution 1900 volts of 6% to 
7 amperes had been used; in the sec- 
ond 1860 volts with 7% to 8% am- 
peres, and the third 1860 volts with 8 
to 9 amperes. The duration of the 
current in each instance was 1 min- 
ute, 10 seconds. 

The execution was witnessed by 
Warden Benjamin F. Bridges, who in 
each instance gave the signal for the 
turning on of the current as he caught 
the exhalation of the lungs by the 
single raising of his gold-headed 
cane, and seven other persons, in- 
cluding a representative of the press. 

The crime for which Min Sing, 
Leong Gong and Hom Woon were 
executed and for participation in 
which Warry Charles and Joe Guey 
are under sentence of death, while 
four other Chinamen have been grant- 
ed new trials after having been con- 
victed of first degree murder, was the 
“shooting up” of Boston’s Chinatown 
on Aug. 2, 1907, when four Mongol- 
jams met their death and a dozen more 
Were injured.

SEPTEMBER WEATHER, 


Hills Observatory. 


The weather during September was 
cooler than usual, the mean tempera- 
ture of 60.2 degrees being 1.3 degrees 
below the normal for the month. The 
highest record was 78 degrees on the 
od, and the lowest was 41 degrees on 
the sixth. The total rainfall was 4.42 
inches, ‘which is slightly less than the 
usual amount.: From the 22d to the 
29th rain fell on day and the 
total for this period was 3.17 inches. 

There was about the average amount 
of cloudiness and the relative humidity 
was higher than usual. The total 
amount of sunshine of 172 hours was 
9 per cent less than the normal and 
on four days there was no sunshine. 
There was less wind than usual and 
the prevailing direction was north- 
east. Frost occurred in the surround- 
ing low lands on the morning of the

THE OCTOBER HEAVENS, 


Mars and Saturn Steadily Approach- 
ing Each Other. 


For several weeks past Mars has 
been the most striking object in the 
heavens. It approached nearest the 
earth the 19th ult., but while its 
brightness varied jittlhe during the 
its distance will now increase 
rapidly that the planet during 
October will half of its ‘light. 
Mars is moving slowly westward; 
Oct. 26, it move eastward, 
and after this date the observer may 
see the two bright planets, Mars and 
Saturn, steadily approaching one 
another. As the weeks go by they will 
draw nearer and nearer together but 
Mars will not finally pass Saturn till 
the last-day of this year, when the two 
planets will shine out eogether in the 
southwest, three degrees apart. 

Saturn is the bright star about four 
degrees east Mars. It comes into 
with the sun Oct. 13; on 
is due south at midnight 
and at its nearest approach of the 
year, but throughout the entire 
autumn it will be in excellent position 
for observation. 

The brilliant Venus shines out after 
sunset, low in the southwest. During 
October its brightness steadily in- 
creases ,and the observer cannot fail 
to notice how very rapidly it is run- 
ning southward in the sky. Bach even- 
ing it must be looked for farther and 
farther toward the south point of the 
horizon; until Nov. 9. On this date 
it begins to move northward, mounting 
up rapidly that it soon becomes 
very conspicuous. Oct. 31 it remains 
above the horizon for two and one- 
half hours after the sun has disap- 
peared.

EXPLORING NEW YORK. 


I am a life-long resident of New 
York city, my parents having lived 
down on Market street long before I 
was ‘born, and that is nearly fifty years 
ago. About thirty years ago we 
moved to the West Side. 

I had always thought that the con- 
ditions in the so-called Irish tene- 
ment districts were bad, but lately I 
made my first visit to the East Side 
in a number of years, and it was an 
eye opener to me. The conditions 
which prevail at present in the dis- 
trict from the Brooklyn to the MHar- 
lem bridge, east of the Bowery and 
Third avenue, are the limit. 

That the three races Slavs, Jews 
and Indians, which make up about 90 
per cent of the population could have 
been any off in their native 
places than they are here, is beyond 
belief. If any Congress committee 
wants to study the immigration ques- 
tion at first hand, let the members 
spend a week in this district and they 
will become converts to restricted 
immigration very quickly. This may 
sound strange from the son of Irish 
emigrants, but the Jargest part of the 
emigration that we are receiving now 
is of that kind which is congesting 
old New York to such a degree that 
living conditions for the average mid- 
dle class man are impossible. It is 
no wonder that thousands of them are 
moving away every year, and in years 
to come New York will be city of the 
rich and the miserable poor.—

POSTAL SAVINGS BANK. 


Since the action of the American 
Bankers’ Association in declaring 
open war on President Taft’s proposal 
for postal savings banks the Postal 
Savings Bank League, whose head- 
quarters are Chicago, has undertaekn 
to support the proposed, measure with 
renewed efforts. It is realized that 
only united action can prevent some 
years of delay in the adoption of 
plan which the United States must ul- 
timately follow, as has practically 
every other civilized country. 

The postal savings propaganda will 
be carried into New England not only 
from the Chicago office but from Bos- 
ton where a New England branch has 
been organized with Frederick W. Co- 
burn, a writer on popular economic 
subjects, as its secretary. Mr. Co- 
burn has also been connected with the 
savings bank life insurance movement 
from its beginning soon after Mr. 
Brandeis’ investigation showed the 
need of a reform in methods adminis- 
tering industrial life insurance. 

As regards the postal savings plan 
it is realized that the popular impres- 
sion of there being no need for more 
savings institutions in New England is 
quite erroneous. Even in Massachu- 
setts, which is better supplied with 
savings banks than any other Ameri- 
can state, 172 towns are without a 
savings bank. Some of these contain 
good sized villages whose people have 
to ride five, ten or even fifteen miles 
to find an institution in which to de- 
posit their savings. Maine has 400 
postoffices and but 42 savings banks. 
The other states of northern New 
England are but little better supplied. 
The simple fact is that eNw England 
although supposed to be the home of 
thrift has many communities in 
which the kind of incentive to save 
that would be offered if every post 
office were authorized to receive small 
deposits upon which a low rate of in- 
terest would be paid, is distinctly 
lacking. 

In addition to the campaign of edu- 
cation which will be carried forward 
in this section from the New England 
office, there will be considerable ef- 
fect on public opinion from the spirit- 
ed articles and appeals for dollar sub- 
scriptions are being made through the 
Chicago magazine, the Woman's World, 


which has the largest circulation of 
any periodical published anywhere 


and of which a good fair percentage 
is in New England. 

That the proposed postal savings 
system would not be harmful in any 
way to the existing savings banks is 
the opinion of Mayor W. Cooker of 
Hartford who has written to the man- 
agement of the Postal Savings Bank 
League as follows: 

“I do not agree with our savings 
bank officers that a national system 
of savings will hurt them in the least, 
but they seem to look at the matter in 
what to me is a selfish way, and 
feel that the postal savings bank 
would hurt their business. I earnest- 
ly hope that your efforts will be suc- 
cessful, as I believe the postal bank 
would be a great. benefit to the entire 
country, and would in no way hurt 
the savings bank, but would also be 
a benefit to this institution.”, 

An officer of the Massachusetts 
Savings Insurance League, which is 
devoted to assisting the introduction 
of the savings bank life insurance and 
old age annuities in various com- 
munities, expresses a similar senti- 
ment in saying. “Whatever will stir 
our savings banks up to more active- 
ly meeting, the requirements of the 
whole people is bound to be a good 
thing. 

Every institution that promotes 
thrift helps every other institution of 
the same general kind. We need in 
New England just the kind of compe- 
tition that postal savings barks would 
create for the savings banks—just as 
the competition of savings bank life 
insurance has already aroused the 
great life insurance companies to 
lower their rates and make plans for 
welfare work among their policy 
holders.” 


—The State Board of Health is pre- 
paring to send out to all school boards 
and school committees an illustrated 
pamphlet entitled, “Death in School 
Drinking-cups,” which deserves their 
very earnest consideration. Alvin 
Davison, M. S., Ph. D., professor of 
biology in Lafayette College, is the 
author of the essay, which originally 
appeared in The Technical World 
magazine. In clear and simple terms 
Dr. Davison describes experiments 
which proved that the germs of grip, 
pneumonia, diphtheria, _ tonsilitis, 
tuberculosis and other diseases are 
conveyed by common drinking-cups; 
and he gives good reasons for his con- 
clusion, which the State Board thus 
urges upon the school authorities, that 
public safety requires that individual 
cups be used or that sanitary drink- 
ing-fountains be provided:—Trans- 
cript.

DRIVING A NAIL, 


More to It Than Simply Hammering It 
Into the Wood. 

One who thinks that the driving of a 
nail consists simply in getting the 
whole length of it out of sight has 
little conception of the real nature of 
the operation, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican. A nail driven by an expert will 
often hold several times as much as 
one ill driven, while, too, it is often 
made to draw the parts into place. If 
you have ever watched a mechanic 
driving nails you have doubtless noted 
that he rarely drives one at right 
angles with the face of the work. 
There is a reason for this. Suppose that 
he is nailing the “sheeting” on the 
frame of a building and desires to 
draw the board down tightly against 
the one below it. He points the nail 
downward, and a few well considered 
blows at the last produce the desired 
effect. If the board is bent edgewise, so 
that much force is required, probably 
he will start the nail in the upper edge, 
pointing very sharply downward. 
Again, two nails driven in a board at 
different angles will hold it in place 
much more firmly than the same nails 
would if they were driven at right 
angles with the face of the board. 

Did you ever notice that in driving 
a nail in very hard wood one man will 
do it successfully, while another suc- 
ceeds only in doubling the nail up be- 
fore the point has fairly entered the 
wood? The difference lies in the fact 
that the expert strikes the nail fairly 
and not too hard, “coaxing” it in, 
while the other strikes too hard and 
with indirection. It may be properly 
mentioned right here that in driving 
a nail into very hard wood it is usual- 
ly profitable to dip the end in oil or 
grease. This will not sensibly inter- 
fere with the holding qualities of the 
nail, while it will be found to very 
materially facilitate its driving.

EVENING SCHOOLS, 

The primary object of the evening 
schools is to make better citizens. 
There can be no more solid basis in 
the foundation of a city than an in- 
telligent class of citizens. The even- 
ing schools reach aliens who are be- 
yond the compulsory age, ‘but — still 
desire some training. They cater to 
climbers who cannot even read nor 
write their own name and those who, 
in the elementary grades, have ac- 
quired some little education. Haver- 
hill maintains two schools in which 
elementary grade work is taught. 
That is work which, in the public day 
schools, is carried on in the first eight 
grades. One for the boys, and the 
other is for girls. The statistics, giv- 
ing the enrollment of pupils on the 
opening night, show that there are 
nearly three times as many boys who 
take advantage of the sessions than 
girls. This in a measure may be ac- 
counted for in the fact that the men 
want to learn to read and write so 
that they may be naturalized and go 
on the voting list. Of course some of 
them are more ambitions than this 
and the teachers in the schools re- 
port that a grand work is ahead of 
them. It is the hope of the school 
committee that the young women will 
take more interest, for every effort has 
been exerted to give them the same 
course and privileges that are grant- 
ed to the men. 

Superintendent of Schools C. A. 
Record is a firm advocate of evening 
school work. In his mind, it is the 
best way to build up the community. 
His heart and soul is in the move- 
ment and his interest has gone a long 
ways in arousing the teachers under 
whose charge the work is carried on. 
It is surprising to observe the inter- 
est which the instructors manifest. 
They feel that they are ‘bound by a 
sense of duty which they 
cape—the duty of moulding the 
character and capabilities of future 
citizens. 

It is hoped that every young man 
and woman who intends to make 
Haverhill his home will take advan- 
tage of the opportunity and attend the 
night schools.—Haverhill Gazette.

THE CHILD IN SCHOOL, 


What the school can do to serve the 
home is the idea which the Committee 
on the welfare of the Child in School 
and Home have decided to bring out in 
the meeting they have charge of at the 
State Sonference of Charities in Bos- 
ton on Tuesday evening, October 19th. 

The tendency hitherto has been to see 
what the school could do to supple- 
ment the home. The home has been 
receding and the school taking its 
place in many ways. It now largely 
supplies the playground which the 
home used to supply. It is beginning 
to supply training for practical occu- 
pations, and even in cooking, sewing 
and housework. Through the school 
doctor and school nurse it is taking 
charge to some extent of the child's 
physical welfare. For those who be- 
lieve that the public should not do 
everything for the child but that the 
home is his natural habitat without 
which he can never grow to his full 
development, the question now is what 
can the school do, not by way of tak- 
ing more things away from the home, 
but by helping the home to make good 
with what is left. 

Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, Professor of 
Chemistry at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, who has devoted 
many years to the subject of teaching 
domestic science, will show what the 


school can do to prepare future 
mothers for their work. 
Dr. George S. C. Badger, school 


physician and member of the commit- 
tee on hygiene appointed by the Bos- 
ton School Committee, will show what 
the school doctor and school nurse can 
do, not merely by sending word home 
as to physical ailments, but by show- 
ing the mother how to deal with them. 

There will be a kindergartner to 
show what the kindergarten has done 
by making parents and children bet- 
ter acquainted. 

Miss E. T. Upjohn, superintendent 
of nurses of the out-patient depart- 
ment of the Boston Consumptives 
Hospital, will tell of the service not 
merely to the physical but to the 
spiritual up-building of the home that 
a visitor can do. 

Mr. Francis Bardwell, for a number 
of years town clerk in Sherborn and 
now employed by the State Board of 
Charity as visitor to almshouses, will 
tell how the ideas brought out by the 
other speakers apply in the country 
town. ‘

To attain this 
end, planting operations have ‘been 
conducted on government land to such 
an extent that during the last thirty 
years 122,000 acres have been planted 
in twenty-five of the provinces of It- 
aly. Of this area, 69,000 acres, or ap- 
proximately 108 square miles, ‘were 
planted in the year 1907 alone causing 
an outlay of nearly 2,000,000 dollars 
and giving employment to a large 
number of men. 

Reafforestation has been carried on 
so vigorously that there now remains 
only about 36,000 acres of government 
land in need of planting. In addition 
to conducting planting operations ona 
large scale, the Italian Government 
has during the last forty years dis- 
tributed over 130,000,000 young trees 
and 237,600 pounds of seed, an amount 
sufficient to restock approximately 
100,000 acres of land, to the people in 
an effort to encourage planting and 
sowing by private persons. As the 
forest area of Italy amounts to only 
slightly more than 10,000000 acres, 
this planting by the government and 
private persons amounts to approxi- 
mately one-fortieth of the total forest 
area of Italy.

INTRODUCTION BY PEARY. 
Some of my reasons for saying that 
Dr. Cook did not go to the North Pole 
will be understood by those who read 


the following statements of the two | 


Eskimo boys who went with him, and 
who told me and others of my party 
where he did go. Several Eskimos 
who started with Dr. Cook from An- 
oratok in February, 1908, were at Etah 
when | arrived there in August, 1908. 
They told me that Dr. Cook had with 
him, after they left, two Eskimo boys 


or young men, two sledges and some } 


twenty dogs. The boys were I-took-a- 
shoo and Ab-pe-lah. I bad known 
them from their childhood. One was 
about eighteen and the other about 
nineteen years of age. 

On my return from Cape Sheridan 
and at the very first settlement I 
touched (Nerke, near Cape Chalon) in 
August, 1909, and nine days before 
reaching Etah, the Eskimos told me, 
in a general way, where Dr. Cook had 
been; that he had wintered in Jones 
Sound and that he had told the white 
men at Etah that he had been a long 
way north, but that the boys who were 
with him, I-took-a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah, 
said that this was not so. The EskI- 
mos laughed at Dr. Cook’s story. On 
reaching Etah, I talked with the Eski- 
mos there and with the two boys and 
asked them to describe Dr. Cook’s jour- 
ney to members of my party and my- 
self. This they did in the manner 
stated below.

SIGNED STATEMENT OF PEARY, 
BARTLETT, McMILLAN, BORUP 
AND HENSON, IN REGARD TO 
TESTIMONY OF COOK’S TWO 
ESKIMO BOYS. 


The two Eskimo boys, I-took-a-shoo 
and Ah-pe-lah, who accompanied Dr. 
Cook while he was away from Anora- 
tok in 1908 and 1909, were questioned 
separately and independently, and 
were corroborated by Panikpah, the 
father of one of them (I-took-a-shoo), 
who was personally familiar with the 
first third and the last third of their 
journey, and who said that the route 
for the remaining third, as shown by 
them, was as described to him by his 
son after his return with Dr. Cook. 

Notes of their statements were taken 
by several of us, and no one of us has 
any doubt that they told the truth. 

Their testimony was unshaken by 
cross-examination, was corroborated 
by other men in the tribe, and was 
elicited neither by threats nor prom- 
ises, the two boys and their father 
talking of their journey and their ex- 
periences in the same way that they 
would talk of any hunting trip. 

To go more into details: One of the 
boys was called in, and, with a chart 
on the table before him, was asked to 
show where he had gone with Dr. 
Cook. This he did, pointing out with 
his finger on the map, but not making 
any marks upon it. 

As he went out, the other boy came 
in and was asked to show where he 
had gone with Dr. Cook. This he did, 
also without making any marks, and 
indicated the same route and the same 
details as did the first boy. 

When he was through, Panikpah, 
the father of I-took-a-shoo, a very in- 
telligent man, who was in the party 
of Eskimos that came back from Dr. 
Cook from the northern end of Nan- 
sen’s Strait, who is familiar as a hunt- 
er with the Jones Sound region, and 
who bas been in Commander Peary's 
various expeditions for some fifteen 
years, came in and indicated the same 
localities and details as the two boys. 

Then the first boy was brought in 
again, and with @ pencil he traced on 
the map their route, members of our 
party writing upon the chart where, 
according to the boy’s statement, they 
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had killed deer, bear, some of their 
dogs, seal, walrus and musk-oxen. 

The second boy was then called in 
and the two went over the chart to- 
gether, the second boy suggesting 
some changes as noted hereafter 

Finally, Panikpah, the father, was 
again called in to verify details of the 
portions of the route with which he 
was personally familiar. 

The bulk of the boys’ testimony was 
not taken by Commander Peary, nor 
iin his presence, a fact that obviates 


any possible claim that they were 
awed by him.

mander Peary to some of us, and were 
put by us to the Eskimo boys. 

Still later, Commander Peary asked 
the Eskimo boys two or three casual 
questions on minor points that had 
occurred to him. 

During the taking of this testimony, 
it developed that Dr. Cook had told 
these boys, as he told Mr. Whitney 
and Billy Pritchard, the cabin boy, 
that they must not tell Commander 
Peary or any of us anything about 
their journey, and the boys stated 
Dr. Cook had threatened them if they 
should tell anything. 

The narrative of these Eskimos Is 
as follows: 


They. with Dr. Cook, Francke and 
nine other Eskimos, left Anoratok, 
crossed Smith's Sound to Cape Sabine, 
slept in Commander Peary’s old house 
in Payer Harbor, then went through 
Rice Strait to Buchanan Bay. After a 
few marches Francke and three Eski- 
mos returned to Anoratok. 

Dr. Cook, with the others, then pro- 
ceeded up Flagler Bay. a branch of 
Buchanan Bay, and crossed Ellesmere 
Land through the valley pass at the 
head of Flagler Bay, indicated by Com. 
mander Peary in 1898, and utilized by 
Sverdrup in 1899, to the head of Sver- 
drup’s “Bay Fiord” on the west side 
of Ellesmere Land. 

Their route then lay out through this 
fiord, thence north through Sverdrup’s 
“Heuerka Sound” and Nansen Strait. 

On their way they killed musk-oxen 
and bear, and made caches, arriving 
eventually at a point on the west side 
of Nansen Strait (shore of Axel Hel- 
berg Land of Sverdrup), south of Cape 
Thomas Hubbard. 

A eache was formed here and the 
four Eskimos did not go beyond this 
point. ‘I'wo others, Koolootingwah and 
Inughito, went on one more march 
with Dr. Cook and the two boys, help- 
ed to build the snow igloo, then re- 
turned without sleeping.

Cook got mixed and that he reached

the Pole, or thought he did, between 


the time of leaving the northwest coast 


of Heiberg Land at Cape Northwest, 


and his arrival at Ringnes Land, where 


they killed the deer, we must then add 


to the date of Dr. Cook’s letter of 


March 17th, at or near Cape Thomas 


Hubbard, the subsequent four or five

miles), which would advance his date 


of departure from the land to at 


least the 25th of March, and be pre- 


pared to accept the claim that Dr. 


Cook went from Cape Northwest 


(about latitude eighty and a half de- 


grees North) to the Pole, a distance of 


five hundred and seventy geographical 


miles, in twenty-seven days. 


After killing the deer they then trav- 
elled south along the east side of Ring- 
nes Land to the point indicated on the 
chart, where they killed another deer. 

They then went east across the south 
part of Crown Prince Gustav Sea to 
the south end of Heiberg Land, then 
down through Norwefffin Bay, where 
they secured some bears, but not until 
after they had killed some of their 
ogs, to the east side of Graham Is- 
land; then eastward to the little bay 
marked “Eid’s Fiord” on Sverdrup’s 
chart; then southwest to Hell’s Gate 
and Simmon’s Peninsula. 

Here for the first time during the 
entire journey, except as already noted 
off Cape Thomas H. Hubbard, they 
encountered open water. On this point 
the boys were clear, emphatic, and un- 
shakable. They spent a good deal of 
time in this region, and finaily aban- 
doned their dogs and one sledge, took 
to their boat, crossed Hell’s Gate to 
North Kent, up into Norfolk Inlet, 
then back along the north coast of 
Colin Archer Peninsula to Cape Vera, 
where they obtained fresh elder duck 
eggs. Here they cut the remaining 
sledge off, that is shortened it,as It was 
awkward to transport with the boat, 
and near here they killed a walrus. 

The statement in regard to the fresh 
eider duck eggs permits the approxi- 
mate determination of the date at this 
time as about the first of July. (This 
statement also serves, if Indeed any- 
thing more than the inherent straight- 
forwardness and detail of their narra- 
tive were needed, to substantiate the 
accuracy and truthfulness of the boys’ 
statement. This locality of Cape Vera 
{s mentioned in Sverdrup’s narrative 
as the place where during his stay in 
that region he obtained eider ducks’ 
eggs.) 

From Cape Vera they went on down 
into the southwest angle of Jones 
Sound, where they killed a seal; thence 
east along the south coast of the 
Sound, killing three bears at the point 
noted on the map, to the peninsula 
known as Cape Sparbo on the map, 
about midway on the south side of 
Jones Sound. Here they killed some 
musk-oxen and, continuing east, killed 
four more at the place indicated om 
the chart, and were finally stopped by 
the pack ice at the mouth of Jones 
Sound. From here they turned back 
to Cape Sparbo, where they wintered 
and killed many musk-oxen. 

After the sun returned in 1909 they 
started, pushing their sledge, across 
Jones Sound to Cape Tennyson; thence 
along the coast to Clarence Head (pass- 
ing inside of two small islands not 
shown on the chart, but drawn on it 
by the boys), where they killed a bear; 
thence across the broad bight in the 
coast to Cadogan Fiord; thence around 
Cape Isabella and up to Commander 
Peary’s old house in Payer Harbor 
near Cape Sabine, where they found a 
geal cached for them by Panikpah, 
I-took-a-shoo’s father. From here they 
crossed Smith Sound on the Ice, ar- 
riving at Anoratok.

No Light on Identity of Woman's 
Hacked ed Up Body 


WHAT AN AUTOPSY REVEALED 


Illegal Cina Had Been Attempt- 
ed, According to Report of Medical 
Examiner—Remaining Portions of 
Woman's Body, With Exception of 
Head, Found Nearly a Mile From 
Point Where Torso Was Discovered 


Tiverton, KR. 1., Oct. 14.—After 
several hours of seeming certainty 
that they had identified the portions 
of a young woman's body which have 
been found scattered on the outskirts 
of this town, the authorities have 
again lapsed into a state of extreme 
doubt. 

It had betn thought that the body 
Was that of a South Scituate young 
woman, but direct comparisons dis- 
sipated this belief. In an effort to 
establish a connection a size 3 shoe 
was tried on one of the dismembered 
feet and found to fit it exactly. The 
young woman in mind wears a size 5 
shoe. Thus the police left to 
Start afresh in the unravelling of the 
mystery. 

A side attempt to identify the vic-

tim and place the responsibility, made 
in Fall River, was without result, 
also. It led, however, to the tem- 


porary detention of a young man who 
had been keeping company with a girl 
who is now missing The fact that 
he was unable to account for himselt 
on Saturday and Sunday nights 
seemed to the police sufficient reason 
to hold him. Upon ascertaining 
however, that the missing girl had 
no excessive lameness, signs of which 
were found in the right foot here, the 
police released him. 

Following an autopsy which was 
held on the torso, Medical Examine:

A minor result of the day’s search 
was the finding near Bliss’ Four Cor- 
ners of a hair “rat” and handkerchief, 
both blood-stained. 

The fact that a criminal opera- 
pregnant and that a criminal opera- 
tion had been attempted was the most 
important announcement following the 
autopsy. It is belleved, however, 
that much of the results are being 
held in secret for the district attor- 
ney. 

So far as the statement is con- 
cerned, the girl may, or may not, 
have died as a result of the attempted 
operation. The doctors stated that 
the heart, when removed, was en- 
tirely devoid of blood. When asked 
the significance of this no statement 
was forthcoming. It ig generally un- 
derstood, however, that this fact in- 
dicates that the young woman did not 
die a natural death. 

Before and during the autopsy a 
considerable posse of searchers 
traversed the underbrush and swamps 
in the vicinity of the previous find- 
ings for the missing portions of the 
body. Until late In the afternoon 
their efforts were unrewarded. Then 
George Heywood and Frank Supre- 
mond, both of Fall River, came upon 
the dismembered arms and the lower 
leg. These were rolled in three 
copies of a Boston newspaper of Sept. 
28, 1909. The place was fifteen feet 
back from Bulgermarsh road, and on 
the side of a stone wall opposite the 
road. It appeared that the person 
who hid them had walked up the path 
and thrown them over the wall. 

The hunt for the head today was 
upon a plan of campaign laid out 
from observations of the methods 
used in disposing of the other portions 
of the body.

Average Time of Balloon | New)” 
York In Trip of 3711-4 Miles 


FORBES CAPTURES LAHM CUP 


Breaks All Speed Records For Long 
Distance Flights In Trip Beginning 
at St. Louis and Ending In Eastern 
Part of West Virginia—Pilot and 
Mate Descend Because They 
Thought They Were Near Ocean 


Richmond, Oct. 14.—Winning the 
Lahm cup for the longest flight made 
in a balloon under the auspices of the 
Aero Club of America, and breaking 
all speed records for long distance 
flights,, A. H. Forbes of New York 
as pilot, and Max Fleischmann of 
Cincinnati landed Wednesday after- 
noon at 12:45 in Chesterfield county, 
twenty miles south of Richmond. 

The trip was made in the balloon 


New York, in which Forbes won the 
duration prize in the Indianapolis 
contest. 


Starting from the gas works in St. 
Louls at 5.30 Tuesday afternoon, the 
distance of 731% miles was made in 
nineteen hours and fifteen minutes at 
an average rate of thirty-eight miles 
an hour. 

The balloon passed Lynchburg at 
10:30 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
Soon after noon an apparently large 
body of water was seen seen ahead 
and a large town came into view be- 
low. Forbes and his eompanion, 
realizing the fast time they were mak- 
ing, thought the water might be 
Chesapeake bay and the city Nor- 
folk, adjudged it better to descend 
before the ocean was reached. 

The hazy weather helped to deceive 
the aeronauts in this respect, and it 
was not until after a landing was ef- 
fected that they*discovered that the 
town was Petersburg and the water 
the James river. 

Forbes and Fleischmann came to 
Richmond as soon as they could get 
their balloon to a_ railroad point. 
Fleischmann left last night for his 
home in Cincinnati, while Forbes left 
this morning for New York. 

Thirty minutes after ascending the 
balloon attained a height of 3000 feet 
and during Wednesday an average ot 
7000 feet was maintained, while a 
maximum of 8000 feet was reached. 


WRECK ON LAKE ERIE 


Captain of Steamer and Five 
Drowned While Seeking Aid 


Detroit, Oct, 14.—The wreck of 
the steamer George Stone on Point 
Pelee during a storm upper Lake Erie 
added a gruesome chapter to the’ his- 
tory of marine disasters on the Great 
Lakes. Six lives were lost and twelve 
lives were saved. The vessel was not 
insured and belonged to M. A. Brad- 
ley of Cleveland. 

The six victims lost their lives when 
Captain Howell and seven others were 
capsized in the surf attempting to go 
ashore for assistance. Two of the 
crew clung to the gverturned boat for 
four hours until until they drifted 
ashore, six were drowned when the 
lifeboat capsized and the remaining 
ten of the crew were taken off the 
wreck by the steamer F. M. Os- 
borne. 


CRANE’S RESIGNATION 


No Response From President Taft In 
Regard to the Matter 

Washington, Oct. 14.—No response 
has been received by Charles R. 
Crane from President Taft to the dis- 
patch he sent the latter Thesday 
morning, tandering his resignation as 
United States minister designate to 
China. Crane expressed the belief 
that Mr. Taft has probably been “too 
much on the go” to give consideration 
to the matter. 

Asked if he expected to stay here 
for a time Crane said he was uncer- 
tain as to his movements. “There 
are other places besides Washing- 
ton,” said Crane, “where a fellow 
can have a good time.”

It has been extremely diffi- 
cult in the past for any party toruna 
campaign without much of. any 
money, but the Democrats this year 
evidently have more of that article 
than the Republicans. It is uncer- 
tain where it comes from if not from 
Mr. Foss. There are not very many 
of the old Democratic leaders who 
have given much to the party in re- 
cent years and there is no strong evi- 
dence that many of them are helping 
{t out this year. 

In 1908 Governor Draper was elect- 
ed by over 60,000 plurality. It does 
mot seem possible that this could be 
cut to the vanishing point, but there 
gre some who think it will be ntces- 
sary to work to retain a majority of 
25,000. The Democratic rallies so 
far held have not been indicative of 
any great enthusiasm among the rank 
and file on that side. The rally in 
Hverett, which was widely adver- 
tised, was attended by less than 1000 
people, while one in Brockton last 
week, where both Vahey and Foss 
spoke from the platform, was attend- 
ed by about 200. These figures do 
not indicate any great amount of 
popular interest in the campaign. Of 
course, it takes some little time to 
work up interest and perbaps this 
week will a greater overflow of 
enthusiasm. It has always been ac- 
cepted as a fact that the Democratic 
party could be aroused more quickly 
than the Republicans. There are 
still two weeks of solid campaigning 
and very likely before this time has 
elapsed considerable interest may be 
aroused. It is always hard, however, 
to wake up Republicans in an off year, 
but a most strenuous attempt will be 
made to dod, and there are some in- 
dications that prominent men in the 
party outside of the leaders and offi- 
cials are beginning to bestir them- 
selves 

The labor issue does not seem to 
grow very rapidly. It is going to be 
very difficult for the labor leaders to 
make the state believe that Govern- 
or Draper is anything but fair to his 
employes. He has been so eminent- 
ly honorable, fair and above-board in 
everything he has done since he came 
to the state house that the public re- 
fuses to believe that he would do any- 
thing to injure any person. Regard- 
ing his veto of the bill to increase the 
penalties #6r violation of the eight 
hour law, even the labor men them- 
Selves are gravely divided. A con- 
Siderable element of the wage-earn- 
ers believe the governor did just right 
in acting as he did. They recognize 
the fact that a good many labor lead- 
ers devote about as much time to the 
cultivation of party politics as to im- 


see 


proving the conditions- surrounding 
the wage-earner. It is evident to a 
g00d many of the rank and file that 


these leaders often times seek a pre- 
text for plunging the labor movement 
into politics and thereby benefiting 
some ambitious politician and proving 


a permanent injury to the labor 
cause. It is inconceivable that they 
should do this for the mere love of 
politics, and the rank and file is al- 
ways suspicious of such moves. 

The Democrats have already made 
large contracts for a campaign of 
publicity throughout the state, the 


extent of which is said to amount to 
620,009. That is a large gum for such 
BR purpose and Republicans will he 
compelled to get to to counter- 
act its effect.

THE TEASEL. 


A Queer Plant With Water Traps For 
Its Insect Victims. 

Among common plants there are few 
more remarkabie than the  teasel. 
There is little doubt, says a well in- 
formed natural history contributor to 
the London C®rvuicle, that the teasel | 
is as much a flesh eating organism as | 
any spider that ever spun a web. 

Moreover, its method of securing its 
victims, though quite as ingenious as 
that of the spider, is much more com- 
prehensive as well as more efficacious. 
Not only does this extraordinary plant} 
capture al! species of flies and gnats, 
great or small, but caterpillars, slugs, 
wood lice and the like are all frequent |} 
victims. 

How this is brought about forms one 
of the most wonderful incidents in na- 
ture’s fascinating story of the year. 
The spider weaves her net of the finest 
silk; the teasel makes her snare out; 
of dewdrops. The plant grows up 
straight as a church spire, throwing 
out its Jeaves in pairs at intervals up 
the juicy green stem. The twin leaves 
unite at their base to form a deep 
cup, and the leaves are so contrived | 
that the moisture precipitated on them 
runs down into this reservoir. 

A well developed plant will thus 
gatch and hold in four or five of these 
wate? traps a fii ball pint of tiquic, | 
and the heat of the sun appears to 
evaporate so little of it that the cups 
will be brimming even at the close of 


a hot June day. The smooth, steep 
leaves all lead down into these pits, 


and their gradient gets sharper as the 
water is approached. 

Thus the teasel’s victims are made 
to “walk the plank” to their death, and 
once in the water there is no hope of 
return. They soon drown, and every 
teasel well has at its bottom a layer 
of slime formed by their disintegrated 
bodies. 

It is of course difficult to prove 
that this deposit is absorbed by the 
plant as nutriment, but careful dis- 
section will show at the base of each 
cup a ring of apertures—sink holes, in 
fact—which lead into the substance of 
the stem and the presence of which

FOR MAYOR 


Wollaston Man Wanted as Re- 
publican Candidate 


The joint caucuses to nominate 
candidates for Mayor, school commit- 
tee, councilmen at large and council- 
men from the wards will be held Tues- 
day Noy. 16, which means that city 
politics will begin to look up very 
soon. It seems to be pretty generally 
understood that Mayor Shea will 
again be the candidate of the Demo- 
crats to succeed himself. As to who 
the Republican candidates will be 
however seems to be a matter of some 
doubt. 

Some people have been very busy for 
the past few weeks trying to select a 
candidate for the party and have 
brought forward numerous names. 
Meanwhile the party itself has been 
quiet and has apparently done noth- 
ing. At the meéting of the Republi- 
can City committee last Friday even- 
ing however the matter of a candidate 
for Mayor was the subject of consid- 
erable informal talk. 

While no candidate has been select- 
ed as yet, as far as known, it is a fact 
that the City Committee has appoint- 
ed a committee to wait upon a well 
known citizen in the interest of the 
Mayoralty question. 

That gentleman is no other than 
Councilman Richard R. Freeman of 
Wollaston. Mr. Freeman has not only 
served the city in the halls of the 
legislature but he has also served a 
number of years in the City Council 
and without question would make a 
strong candidate as he would doubt- 
less be able to swing Ward Five back 
into its old time Republican majority. 

Whether or not Mr. Freeman can be 
induced to allow his name to be used 
is an Open question. It is said that 
Mr. Freeman was present at the meet- 
ing which appointed the committee 
but did not at that time say what his 
attitude would be. 

That there will be considerable new 
timber in the City Council seems prob- 
able. Several of the present members 
have said that they would not again 
be candidates. In Ward One it is 
doubtful if Councilmen Abele or 
Whiton return. In Ward Two Council- 
man Walsh is somewhat in doubts if 
he will again be a candidate. Ward 
Three none of the present members 
will return. Councilman Nelson and 
tussell have moved out of the ward 
and Councilman Richards it is said 
does not desire another term. 

In Ward Four Councilmen Smith 
and McDevitt will again enter the con- 
test but Councilman Flaherty who is 
a candidate for Representative will 
probably not run. In Ward Five it is 
said that Councilman Bean will not 
return and should Councilman Free- 
man be the Mayoralty candidate there 
will be at least two vacancies there. 
In Ward Six all three of the present 
candidates will probably be candidates 
for re-election. 

Of the Councilmen at large there is 
some doubt who will drop out. Coun- 
cilmen Gilson and Hadlock will be 
candidates but what the attitude of 
Councilmen Beal, Bishop and Bryant 
Will be is in doubt.

Here the party will be met by a 
number of representative citizens in 
addition to the officials of the Fore 
River Co. In the Quincy party will 
be Mayor Shea, City Clerk Keith, City 
Solicitor McAnarney, Commissioner 
of Public Works Bainbridge, Hon. 
Eugene C. Hultman, senator from 
this district, President Hobbs of the 
City Council, and Frank Fessenden 
Crane, Dock ands Water Front Com- 
missioner. 

In addition to an inspection of the 
plant permission has been obtained 
from the government for an inspection 
of the dreadnaught, North Dakota.

AUTOING ABROAD. 


Herbert A. Hover has just returned 
to Spokane from an 18,000-miles tour 
through the United States and Europe, 
which he and his wife, now visiting 
relatives at Leavenworth, Kansas, ac- 
complished in 18 months with a 30- 
horse power, four cylinder car. They 
had numerous exciting experiences 
while abroad and were snow-bound for 
eight days in the Alps, where they 
were also all but plunged over a sheer 
precipice of 1,000 feet by a heavy car 
bearing down upon them while turn- 
ing a curve. 

After completing 10,000 miles in the 
United States, starting in southern 
California on the Mexican border and 
touching Canadian territory, they 
sailed from New York on the ill-fated 
steamship Republic and were exposed 
to the elements on deck and open 
boats for 24 hours before being taken 
ashore. Mrs. Hover sustained a ner- 
vous shock and contracted a cold from 
which she has not yet recovered. 

“Europe is a veritable paradise for 
reckless drivers and the so-called 
‘joy-riders.’ ” Hover said in speaking 
of his trip abroad. “The roads are un- 
usually good and such a thing as a 
speed limit is not known; and, as a 
result, there are frequent head-on 
collisions, which invariably end fatal- 
ly, in addition to destroying hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty annually. From four to five col- 
lisions a week on the road between 
Nice and Monte Carlo is not out of 
the ordinary. 

“Another thing is the system of 
graft by the drivers from which there 
is no escape. Besides paying his 
mechanic $150 a month the tourist is 
also forced to give up 25 per cent 
commission on all purchases. A hired 
car cost from $1,200 to $1,500 a month 
in addition to the foregoing and with 
the chauffeur’s personal expenses this 
runs the bill up to $2,000 a month.”

QUINCY MEN 
ARE RESCUED 


Their Boat Was Capsized Sun- 
day in Hull Gut 


Four Quincy men had narrow es- 
capes from drowning in Hull gut Sun- 
day. Arthur Mueller, Charles Johnson 
and Willie Jansen were the first to be 
rescued, and their rescue came just in 
time to save them from a_ watery 
grave. 

The three men started from Quincy 
at 2 A.M.ona smelting trip in a 
small sailboat owned by Mueller. 
While off the Hull station of the Bos- 


ton yacht club, Jansen, it is said, 
climbed up the slender mast of the 
little boat. There his weight, added 
to the force of the westerly wind, 
caused the boat to capsize. 

The men were thrown into the 
water. Their cries for help ‘were 
heard in Hull village, about a mile 


away. Before anyone on shore could 
go to their assistance, however, the 
sloop Lucy of South Boston, Capt. 
Wells which was also on a smelting 
trip, Was seen to bear down upon the 
three men as they clung to their cap- 
sized boat. 

All three men were exhausted and 


sen was in a particularly serious con- 
dition and it was some time before he 


In the mean time the life saving 
crew had been notified and they put 
out in their new power boat. When 
the life savers reached the sloop Lucy 
they found the crew still working over 
Jansen. It was some time before he 
was resuscitated. Later the Lucy 
took the three men to Quincy. 

Later in the day a small sailboat 
was reported by the. life saving look- 
out to be drifting out to sea with one 
man on board, The life saving crew 
put out and overhauled the boat near 
Hardings ledge. 

It proved to be the Agnes owned by 
A. E. Thayer of the Fore River. 
Thayer said he “had left Quincy Sat- 
urday night on a fishing trip and had 
passed the night at anchor off Boston 
light. 

When he awoke Sunday morning the 
wind was blowing a gale. He tried to 
enter the harbor, but found the wind 
and tide were too much for him, and 
unable to make any headway he kept 
drifting to leeward. He was towed to 
the lee of Peddocks Island from 
which point he said he could reach 
Quincy without further assistance.

of Labor, in New York, it is seen that 
returns for the first six months of 
1909, from 192 representative trade 
unions, with 89,000 members, or 24 
per cent. of the total union member- 
ship in the State, show a continuous- 
ly declining proportion of idle mem- 
bers from 29.3 per cent., at the end 
of January, to 17.1 per cent, at the 
end of May. For the end of June a 
slightly increased percentage (17.4 per 
cent.) is shown. 

The decrease in idleness during the 
first half of the year was due entirely 
to increasing business activity, as 
shown by the causes of idleness re- 
ported. In fact, idleness, on account 
of the state of trade of all idleness, 
decrease than the total of all idleness, 
such a decrease being counterbal- 
anced in the total by an increase of 
idleness due to labor disputes. 

Apparently the elimination of labor 
disputes would mean even larger em- 
ployment of labor.—Banker and 
Tradesman. 


AUTOMOBILE RUN.

The new rules of the American 
Automobile association, which call for 
a rather severe system of penalization, 
will govern the two days reliability 
run of the Bay State Automobile asso- 
ciation on Oct. 21 and 2 

This will be the first time that the 
new rules will be used by a motoring 
organization. The committee will es- 
tablish checking stations at intervals 
of about 25 miles. One object of these 
checking sté ations is to avoid speeding. 
In laying out the time schedules the 
committee will have the legal speed 
limit in mind, and no attempt will be 
made to place a premium on fast driv- 
ing. The idea is to show the reliabil- 
ity and endurance of a stock car over 
a route such as might be taken by an 
ordinary machine in the hands of a 
private owner.

SEX HYGIENE. 


The trend of present day methods of 
doing social work is according to the 
principle that prevention is ‘better 
than cure. The most stupendous evil 
that is practically neglected through 


a false conception of modesty or 
prudery, is ignorance of the sex hy- 


gience. To arouse an interest in this 
important subject, and place it where 
it belongs ,the coming meeting of the 
Massachusetts State Conference of 
Charities in Boston will devote to it 
the evening session of October 20. 

The need of a treatment of this sib- 
ject is shown by the enormous preva- 
lence of Venereal diseases, and the 
danger from them to public health. It 
is a conservative estimate that one- 
eighth of all human disease and suf- 
fering come from these diseases, and 
that nearly half a million of our young 
men are annually infected in our own 
country alone. We annually expend 
millions of dollars in caring for the 
results of these diseases, such as 
blindness, deaf-mutism, idiocy, insani- 
ty paralysis and other incurable dis- 
eases, but not a dollar practically for 
their prevention. 

The importance of preventive work 
will be described by Dr. Abner Post 
of Boston, a specialist in these dis- 
eases for many years.

BROCKTON — ge eae AS ee 


The Fall River Herald publishes a 
long story about the Brockton canal, 
stating that another route has been 
proposed which would leave Brockton 
out—Brockton which has done s0 
much for years to keep the canal 
idea alive. 

A map accompanies the story show- 
ing the proposed route, as well as the 
Brockton route. The Herald - says: 

“An alternative route that has been 
proposed for the Boston section of the 
contemplated canal connecting Boston 
harbor with Fall River may revive the 
so-called Brockton canal scheme, 
with Brockton left out. The route 
surveyed by authority of an act of the 
Massachusetts legislature of 1901 was 
through Taunton and Brockton to 
Weymouth, and the estimated cost was 
$57,618,358. 

“In the river and harbor bill pass- 
ed by the last Congress, Representa- 
tive William S. Greene of Fall River 
secured a place for a paragraph rela- 
tive to making a preliminary report 
on the feasibility of a canal through 
Rhode Island and from Fall River to 
Boston, by way of the Taunton river. 

“This would leave Brockton, the 
city which led in developing the canal 
plan, off the route; but it would elim- 
inate some natural obstacles and 
would, it is estimated, cost but about 
half what the canal would by way 
of Broc kton.

waterway across Massa- 
been discussed in con- 
nection with a proposed continuation 
from Narragansett bay across Rhode 
Island, back to Point Judith, to a 
point back of Watch Hill, R. I. There 

are practically no difficulties in the 
way of the Rhode Island canal. The 
engineers have already flagged a 
route, which closely follows the shore 
line, where there is nothing more to 
do than to dredge the channel through 
the lowland’s connecting the numer- 
ous bodies of water. With the pro- 
position to utilize the Taunton river 
it begins to look as if this waterway, 
which would afford vessels a pro- 
tected route from New_York to Boston, 
would be constructed——Brockton En- 
terprise. 


SHIP SUBSIDY MOVEMENT. 


Senator Elkins of ,West Virginia, 
who has just returned from Europe, 
is among the latest of prominent pub- 
lic men to declare in favor of the up- 
building of the American merchant 
marine by means of government aid. 
He favors a plan, however, that will 
doubtless strike man friends of the 
subsidy movement as just the thing to 
be avoided. His idea is that the 
government should grant a rebate of 
five per cent on dutiable goods 
brought into the country in American 
vessels. The objections to this are 
that it would have a tendency, if pro- 
posed at present, to revive the tariff 
agitation; that it would give further 
provocation to those who oppose the 
protective feat¥re of our tariff sys- 
tem; that it would lead to all sorts 
of confusion in the management of 
our custom houses, and that it would 
be certain to invite retaliation on the 
part of foreign nations. 

The subvention of mail-service ves- 
sels along the lines laid down by 
President Taft at Seattle, or, rather, 
as provided for in the measure that 
has been prepared for presentation 
at the coming session of Congress, 
seems to be at once the safest and 
easiest way of accomplishing the end 
in view 

Alexander Del Mar, president of the 
Latin American Chamber of Commerce 
writing on the subject within the last 
few days, declares that there is but 
one remedy for the present deplorable 
condition of our shipping interests. 
This remedy while in his judgment 
having many defects, is the one just 
alluded to. If we would have our 
commerce carried in American vessels, 
under the stars and stripes, we must 
offer inducements to capitalists to in- 
vest their money in American ships. 

Senator Elkins is not alone, per- 
haps, in the belief that the rebate 
plan ‘would be the better one. In this 
connection it should be said that every 
form of proposal with the 
governmental aid has been 
discussed by the Merchant Marine 
League, and out of them all the mail- 
ship subsidy proposition has been ac- 
cepted as the best. Some of the other 
plans look very promising at first 
glance, but when closely examined it 
is seen that they would not work out 
successfully in actual practise.—Bos- 
ton Monitor.

Taking Off of Ferrer 
BELIEF OF EMM& GOLDMAN 


Tells New York Audicmee That Span. 
ish Teacher Was Kifled by Catholic 
Church Because Hg Was Tearing 
Superstition From the Eyes of 
Children—Voice of Bead Man Will 
Haunt King and Governors of Spain 


New York, Oct. 18.—“It is far 
more honorable to dle the death of 
Francisco Ferrer than te be President 
of the United States,” said Emma 
Goldman Sunday aftermoon to a meet- 
ing of 600 people in Clinton hall. “It 
is far, far more honorable to have 
lived the life of Francisco Ferrer than 
to be the pope at Rome’ under his 
triple crown of gold and jewels.” 

The meeting was held by the 
Anarchists and their sympathizers in 
honor of the memory Mf Ferrer. Miss 
Goldman said: 

“Ll came here not ta mourn Ferrer, 
but to celebrate his death. When you 
consider the life of greed, of coward- 
ice and of selfish utilitarianism that 
the average man and woman in this 


world leads, then ya must rejoice 
that there are men Il{fke this Ferrer 
who are willing to éfe, rather than 


continue to live like dogs under the 
whips of their masters. It is a good 
sign for you and for me, who believe 
that we are working ‘n the path that 
Francisco Ferrer has trod for us. 
“Even the despots of Spain dare not 
say that they killed Ferrer because he 


dared to take part ig the general 
strike of last July. ‘Whey killed him, 
rather, because he Cared to think 
himself and to teact& children to 


think for themselves, rather than to 
follow blindly in the superstitions of 
the Roman Catholic church and the 
government allied witk that church. 
He knew that the trug awakening of 
the new regime must come through 
the children of this generation, and he 
committed a crime ir teaching them 
how to see with their eyes, which all 
governments and all mhurches abhor. 

“Ferrer was killed by the Catholic 
church, that terrible black speotre 
which for hundreds of years has 
spread destruction over Europe. The 
church killed him beeause it knew 
that if Ferrer succeeded in tearing 
from the eyes of the ckfildren of Spain 
the veil of the church’s superstition 
they would strike when they grew 
older at the unholy triaity of corrup- 
tion: church, state smd capitalistic 
class. 

“Ferrer knew of tho terrible de- 
structive influence of the Catholic 
church over the mind: of the people. 
There are 500 people im prison in 
Barcelona this minute, arrested after 
the general strike riot®, who are be- 
ing tortured now In te name of the 
Christ and the Catholig church. 

“In this country, wemember, the 
powers that be killed men through 
perjured testimony on Nov. 11, 1887, 
(she referred to those condemned for 
the Haymarket bomb throwing) and 
the only reason why they don't kill 
more people without fair trial over 
here is that because America has not 
yet produced such mew as Francisco 
Ferrer. The moment that such a man 
or a woman as this 1sartyr of Spain 
arises in this country to do the work 
he did, the American fovernment will 
just as coolly and jusi as deliberately 
strangle that person in just as savage 
and barbaric a manner as did the gov- 
ernment of Spain. 

“The American workmen have not 
been clubbed enough, starved enough. 
Ferrer at least has nothing to fear 
right now. But Mow would you like 
to be in the boots of the Httle assassin 
king, Alfonso? How would you like 
to be in the boots of all of the gov- 
ernors of Spain and all the priests?

New York, Oct. 18.—Three hun- 


dred and fifty or more persons will-

The 350 obtained so much 
of their money’s worth that for an 
hour the bare spaces of the house 
sizzled with sharp questions and 
sharper retort and in the darkness of 
lights out there was a lovely bedlam. 

The promise had been made by 
William A. Brady, Mat Henson's 
manager in his forthcoming lecture 
tour, of which last night's effort was 
only a stiff tryout, that the sole 
American companion of Peary at the 
Pole would “answer fully any ques- 
tion put to him by the audience about 
either Cook or Peary.” 

It was evident before the grilling 
of Henson had progressed far that he 
was being held as a proxy for his 
commander by an audience very much 
inclined in Cook’s favor.

known as the “$40,000 orator of the 
anti-saloon crusade” and who made 
; an elcquént plea for the extension of 
| prohibition to the larger cities of the 
country, The discussion was on. the 
subject* “ts no license a good thing 
| for cities of the size of Worcester?” 
and was brought about ‘by the fact 
{that this is the largest city in the 
|. country under no-license laws. Ex- 
Governor Hanly’s appeal was based 
chiefly on ethical and moral grounds 
while Mr. Fox devoted himself to 
presenting an array of figures to 
prove that it is impossible to prevent 
| the sale of liquor in cities of any size. 
| He mentioned Cambridge, Chelsea, 
| Newton and other Massachusetts 
| cities which are virtually a part of 
Boston as places where the enforce- 
ment of anti-liquor law was fairly 
good for the reason that those who 
wished to drink would do so within 
the limits of Boston itself. In other 
New England cities and large towns 
which had voted for prohibition, he 
declared, the anti-liquor laws are nul- 
lified through sales by drug stores, 
kitchen bars, “dress-suit case ped- 
dlers” and other clandestine dispen- 
sers of liquor and he mentioned 
Brockton, Fitchburg, Worcester and 
various other towns and cities as il- 
lustrating this condition of affairs. He 
also quoted the results of investiga- 
tions in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan 
as showing that in no city of 20,000 or 
over is there anything even approach- 
ing a cessation of drunkenness or of 
the more. or less open sale of intoxi- 
eants, 

Another startling assertion by Mr. 
Fox was that more alcohol actually is 
consumed in cities under prohibitory 
laws than in those where the sale of 
liquor is legalized. He explained this 
by the greater consumption of hard 
liquor containing fifty percent of al- 
cohol in so-called “dry” towns as 
compared with the use of beer con- 
taining three percent of alcohol on 
account of the greater ease of con- 
cealing it, and also by the increased 
consumption of thinly disguised alco- 
holic preparations.—Worcester, Oct. 
18.

BROOK ROAD. 


The Finance Committee reported a 
substitute order for’$8,000 to pave 
Brook road. 

Councilman Abele and Whiton 
offered a minority report that the or- 
der ought not to pass. 

Councilman Abele said his objection 
to the order was a financial one. We 
have already appropriated $91,000 for 
streets in addition to the $6,600 passed 
at the last meeting. This was too 
much for any one year. It was rather 
expensive work. 

Councilman Whiton said it was. 
merely a question of finance. Wheth- 
er we can afford it if passed it means 
$105,000 for streets this year. 

Councilman Bishop said this was a 
matter which effected the ‘business 
men of South Quincy. Nearly all the 
loads of granite for that section use 
this street. Before this street is 
reached two horses will haul the load 
but four horses were needed here. 

Councilman Bryant favored the 
passage of the order. The committee 
stood five to two. He thought we 
could afford it. Our streets are in a 
deplorable condition and he was glad 
to see that this council was taking 
hold of the matter. 

In reply to questions by Councilman 
Nowland, Commissioner Bainbridge 
said the street was forty feet wide and 
about 1000 feet long. A very small 
amount was appropriated last year for 
permanent improvements, something 
like $25,000. 

Councilman Nowland said there 
was no doubt the street needed paving 
but he thought we were going a lit- 
tle rapid.

in Quincy it meant putting in a rock 
base and covering it.

He intended to rebuild the street. 
About $6,500 was expended in resur- 
facing Washington street. 

Councilman Whiton said there was 
no question but what a part of South 
street was in bad shape. From Har- 
low’s hill to Elm street was in good 
condition. ° To appropriate $5,000 to 
rebuild this street was a humbug. He 
questioned the legality of the order. 
The order is a farce. Washington 
street is narrower than South street 
and if it took $6,500 to resurface that 
street what can be expected of South 
street which is longer and wider. It 
was rank financing. It was simply 
appropriating money for current ex- 
penses. 

Councilman Walsh was surprised to 
hear the last speaker say South street 
was in good condition. There were 
ruts in it six inches deep and stones 
sticking up through it. 

Councilman Abele said that it was 
a current exptnse. He believed it 
was illegal and poor policy. 

Councilman McDevitt said that 
Washington street was 12 or 15 feet 
wider than South street. He did not 
see that it was a bunco game. 

Councilman Nowland asked the 
Commissioner how late work was 
done on the streets and the latter re- 
plied that he worked until frost came. 

The order was then passed to be 
ordained Councilman Abele, Nowland 
and Whiton voting no. 

Councilman Flynn offered an order 
for street lights on the corner of Mill 
street and Souther place and on Taft 
street.

PARISIANS AK 7HRILLED 


De Lambert Soars High Over Eiffel 
Tower In His Aeroplane 
Paris, Oct. 19.—Count De Lambert, 
the French aeroplanist, just before 
dark last night accomplished one of 
the most remarkable and daring feats 
yet to the credit of heavier-than-air 

machines.

vering over the city at an average 
height of 490 feet, he ascended in 
gradually diminishing circles and 
passed several hundred feet above the 
Eiffel Tower. He then returned to 
Juvisy. 

Thousands who watched from the 
streets of Paris could barely credit 


their senses when they saw the aero- 
plane, a tiny object gliding swiftly 
above the tower. 

Count De Lambert was given a tre- 
mendous ovation on his return to 
Juvisy.

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President Taff Reaches His 
Brother’s Ranch In Texas 


GOLF, HUNTING AND RIDING 


Arrives at Brother’s Home After 
Spending Busy Day In Lone Star 
State, During Which He Lays 
Corner Stone of a Memorial Chapel 
—Reviews Ten Thousand School- 
children and Talks to Veterans 


Gregory, Tex., Oct. 19.—A wildcat 
hunt, a day’s tarpon fishing, motor- 
boating and automobiling, jackrab- 


bit chasing and golf are a few of the 
diversions in which President Taft is 
expected to indulge in the course of 
his four days’ rest at his brother's big 
ranch here. 

The president arrived here at 9:30 
o’clock last night determined to de- 
yote the next four days to having a 
good time. There have been stops on 
the Taft trip which have been intend- 
ed as breathing spells for the pres!- 
dent on his 13,000 mile jaunt, but at 
each place Mr, Taft was-accompanied 
by politicians and local committee- 
men who insisted on talking. 

At the Charles P. Taft ranch no 
local committeeman will be allowed 
within the precincts unless possibly 
on the last day, when the president 
may consent to deliver a little speech 
at Corpus Christi. The president’s 
brother has provided a big, strong 
horse for his guest, and the president 
will do considerable riding. They will 
do their wildcat hunting in the evening 
or about dusk, when the creatures 
venture from the woods in search of 
prey. 

Charles P. Taft has several fine 
hounds that are all trained for wild- 
cats, and local hunters stand ready to 
assure the president that the glory 
of the great African game killer will 
be obscured at least for one day if he 
will consent to join in the chase. 
Ducks and geese also have begun to 
come in from the north and the presi- 
dent may try his luck with them. The 
golf links on the Taft ranch have 
been laid out especially for the presi- 
dent’s visit. 

The president left San Antonio at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
Texans had kept him on the go from 
7 o'clock in the morning, when he was 
entertained at a breakfast. An hour 
later found him at the Sam Houston 
army post, reviewing the troops. At 
the army post the president laid the 
corner stone of @ memorial chapel 
given by the city to the post. This 
time it was no make believing laying. 
The president picked up a mason’s 
hammer and chipped a good sized 
piece off the stone. 

“This stone is hardly square and 
true,” said the president. The mason 
agreed with the distinguished corner 
stone expert and handed a little ham- 
mer to Taft. 

“Hit there,” said he, pointing with 
his finger, and the hainmer descend- 
ed. The chip fell off and the stone 
cutter said “splendid.” Then they 
gave the president a trowel. Mortar 
was on a board nearby, but to Taft's 
critical eye it was a bit dry. At any 
rate, he poked the trowel into it two 
or three times and worked it over be- 
fore spreading it on the foundation. 

On the way back to the city from 
the army post the president reviewed 
10,000 of San Antonio's schoolchild- 
ren. He delivered a speech later to 
a big audience on the plaza in front 
of historic Alamo. The president 
passed through the old building in 
which Davy Crockett, Bowle and oth- 
ers sacrificed their lives and stopped 
once or twice to have historic spots 
pointed out to him. 

In reference to his recent meeting 
with President Diaz of Mexico, the 
president said: 

“Two days ago it was my good for- 
tune to take part as the representa- 
tive of the people of the United-States 
in a ceremony tending to show the 
peace and good will and the bond of 
friendship that now exists between 
the United States and the great re- 
public of Mexico. Happy those who, 
after the quarrels and the battles and 
the bloody wars, can live to see the 
participants taking part in a cere- 
mony of union and peace and sincere 
good will.” 

At this point the president turned 
toward the lines of veterans of the 
Civil war, one wearing the blue and 
the other the gray. They stood before 
the stand, shoulder to shoulder. 

“The sentiment,” he added, “comes 
to me as I see here the soldiers of the 
Grand Army of the Republic on one 
side, and on the other the Confed- 
erate Veterans, gathered to pay their 
respects to the chief magistrate of the 
nation under the starry flag that they 
all now love so well.”

RED CROSS STAMPS. 


Club women throughout the coun- 
try use the Red Cross Christmas 
Stamps generously knowing that each 
one purchased adds to the fund for 
helping tuberculosis patients. The 
stamps are all ready on sale thus 
early in the season. Last year the 
sales of these stamps amounted to 
about 380,000,000, so great mwas the 
response of the public and they were 
not put on sale until the latter part 
of November. Consequently it is 
probable that this year, in taking time 
iby the forelock, the Red Cross may 
Surpass its former success. 

The principle of the new stamps is 
the same us last year. Their cost 
to the public is one cent apiece. No 
profit from their sale goes to any- 
body except sufferers from tubercu- 
losis. The natural result is that every 
stamp bought by the public is so to 
speak, one bullet fired in the general 
war against tuberculosis ,an attack 
made under the generalship of the Red 
Cross. 

The stamps will not carry a letter, 
ibut every letter is able to earry one 
of them.

The Red Cross first adopted it in 
Delaware in 1907. It probably result- 
ed from the suggestion of Jacob Riis, 
who thad realized the possibility of 
the stamp in Denmark. He said: 

“Everyone who sees this stamp on 
a letter or a post card wants to know 
what it means. When the people want 
to know the fight is won. It is be- 
cause they do not know a few amaz- 
ingly simple facts that people die of 


tuberculosis.”

Suit Case Mystery Seems to

JEATH OF MISS ST. JEAN 


Authorities Feel Certain That It Oc- 
curred In Shop of “Professor” Hill 
at Fall River, Following an Unsuc- 
cessful Operation, the Body Subse- 


quently Being Dismembered—Girl 
Died After Administration of a Drug 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 20.—Police 
Inspector Medley, who is at work on 
the Tiverton murder case, made the 
following announcement: 

“We have discovered blood-stained 
furniture and other articles, which 
establishes the fact in our minds be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that an 
operation upon Miss Amelia St. Jean 
of Woonsocket, R. I[., Was. per- 
fotmed, unsuccessfully, in the office 
of Professor Frank Hill on Bedford 
street a week ago last Friday after- 
noon, and that she died there and the 
body was subsequently dismembered 
in that shop.’ 

When Medley was questioned fur- 
ther regarding his statements he said: 

“Our evidence is absolutely posi- 
tive that the St. Jean girl came to the 
Office of ‘Professor’ Hill on Bedford 
street, shortly after she had eaten 
her dinner Friday afternoon.

It is the theory 
of the police, based on the Whitney 
report, that after the unsuccessful 
operation a drug was administered to 
restore consciousness after a period 
of insensibility, and that the girl died 
after the administration of this drug. 

There were no bruises on the body 
with the exception of one arm that 
looked as if she had been held by a 
strong hand when possibly she was 
making a hard but ineffectual fight for 
her life. 


SAYS HE WAS CHOKED 


Aged Pauper Brings Charges Against 
Head of Poor Farm 

Wakefield, Mass., Oct. 20.—Alleg- 
ing that he was brutally seized by the 
throat and partially choked by Super- 
intendent Gault of the local poor 
farm, William O'Neil, 74, an inmate 
of the institution, made a complaint 
at the Malden district court. Subse- 
quently a summons was served o 
Gault. 

O'Neil avers that he asked Gault’s 
permission to visit a physician who 
resided about a mile and a half from 
the poor farm. Gault, he avers, re- 
fused to grant him the permission and 
to emphasize his refusal, roughly 
shook him by the arms. 

When he remonstrated over this 
treatment, O'Neil further alleges that 
Gault then grabbed him by the throat 
and proceeded to choke him. 

Superintendent Gault claims that he 
merely shook O'Neil because the lat- 
ter acted mutinously.

Dr. William Everett of this city be- 
gan on Monday a course of lectures 
on English orators in the Lowell In- 
stitute course in Boston. The lectures 
will be the same which were to have 
been given two years.ago on the Clark 
Foundation at Trinity college, Cam- 
bridge. They are partly historical and 
partly critical, but an important fea- 
ture will be the reading of selected 
passages from the speeches of the 
orators themselves. Dr. Everett was 
seventy years old Oct. 10. His first 
course before the Institute was given 
in the winter of 1864; and this will be 
his seventh course. One of the lec- 
tures of his first course, on the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, was listened to 
by the venerable Dr. James Jackson, 
born in 1777. 


SOCIAL NURSING. 


Miss Upjohn superintendent of 
nurses at the consumptives hospital, 
Boston, at the conference of charities 
in Boston Tuesday evening said in 
part: “The position of the nurse in 
social service is recognized as one of 
public usefulness and economy; 
primarily she is a link between the 
centres of organized social groups and 
the home, and her efficiency is always 
in proportion to her intelligent co- 
operation with the resources of the 
community and State. Through social 
nursing the extension of the hospital 
into the home has become safe and 
assured of good results. 

The home care of chronic and con- 
valescent at once develops a double 
service to the public, first by giving 
the hospital an opportunity to care for 
a greater number of acute diseases, 
which, left in the home, must die; 
and secondly, by restoring to the home 
those responsibilities which are so 
rightfully family ones ,and so neces- 
sary to the function of family ser- 
vice. While the school is instructing 
and fitting the child for better stand- 
ards of life, the nurse is busy in the 
home creating new wants and stand- 
ards for the parents and by practical 
demonstration making their applica- 


tion possible—thus stimulating the 
home to share the interest of the 
school. 


The importance of this practical 
demonstration is especially valuable in 


the homes of the foreign-born. Take 
the case of a child excluded from 


school because of pediculi. The child 
is told he cannot come to school for 
some days, and he is given a printed 
card stating the reasons for his ex- 
clusion and instructions as to the 
treatment needed. Many times this 
card is lost before the child reaches 
home, more often it is unread because 
the parents are unable to read Eng- 
lish, and again it seems quite unim- 
portant to a mother who has either 
failed to recognize the condition or 
accepted it as indicative of a healthy 
scalp. To have the nurse follow the 
child into the home, where she actual- 
ly gives the treatment before the eyes 
of the mother, makes the object les- 
son so interesting and important that 
the mother seldom fails to be won 
over, and in turn takes pride in doing 
the “job” herself.” 


CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES. 


The following address on “The Sick 
in Small Towns,” by Richards M. 
Bradley, of Brookline was delivered at 
Ford hall, Wednesday afternoon at a 
conference of the Massachusetts State 
charities. 

Mr. R. 'M. Bradley said in part: “In 
meeting the problem of sickness 
there is a call not only for what the 
doctor and the nurse are especially 
fitted to do, but also for what all 
other people are best fitted to do. It 
is not only a medical problem, but 
an all around human problem that 
must be met. There is a bad gap in 
our work, caused by the mistaken idea 
that we can buy our Christian chari- 
ty business intelligence, social work, 
and everything else connected with 
sickness from the doctors and the 
nurses. I know little about mi- 
crobes except that they seem to work 
together in sickness better than men. 
What the men need is to get together 
and do business instead of acting 
against the enemy as an unorganized 
mob. Under our present ways of not 
standing together and organizing the 
sickness business, the whole family 
machine goes to smash, and the fami- 
ly has to run for luck to get out of 
its trouble. 

“Suppose people got together with 


tlieir neighbors, and put business 
organizations into the production 
of help in sickness, organ- 
izing an association for mutual 


neighborly aid. They would establish 
an Office that would know everybody 
in the neighborhood that needed any 
kind of aid in sickness; also they 
knew every kind of person that could 
do something in the way of aid. The 
whole force to fight sickness would be 
employed in such a way that each 
member of it is used to get the full- 
est benefit out of his or her service. 
Skill would be used where skill is 
needed, and labor where labor is 
needed. There would be an oppor- 
tunity all through for social service 
and neighborly help, but business 
principles would be applied to sav- 
ing life and there would be an organ- 
ized army to fight the enemy instead 
of an unorganized mob.

It was during a coaching trip on the 
box of the public coach Good Times 
that Batonyi met Mrs. Burke-Roche, 
then divorced from her first husband, 
an English public man of some note. 
A brief courtship ended in August, 
1905, in their marriage.

The aged million- 
aire flew into a passion, it is said, 
and, Batonyi alleges, threatened that 
unless his daughter began steps at 
once to free herself from the horse- 
man he would disinherit her. Soon 
afterwards the action for divorce was 
begun by Mrs. Batonyi. 

The husband retaliated by bringing 
a counter suit in which he named 
eleven corespondents. He also sued 
his wife’s father, her sister and 
brother-in-law, her cousin and 
Work’s confidential secretary, claim- 
ing damages aggregating $1,500,000 
for the alienation of his wife's affec- 
tions. These actions are still pend- 
ing.

The object is to meet the needs 
of all boys and through educational 
classes, gymnasium work and ethics 
build and strengthen his character, to 
make him a man in its fullest mean- 
ing. 

The activities in the local associa- 
tion are divided into three classes, for 
students, juniors and employed boys. 
For students, college nights have been 
the big feature, where men of different 
colleges have been secured to speak to 
these boys on college life and train- 
ing. These have in some cases in- 
stiled into a boy ambition for higher 
education. 

For juniors numerous activities are 
on hand at all times outing, hikes, 
clubs of all kinds, educational trips 
and talks, bible classes and religious 
meetings are a few of the many. All 
these activities help to build up the 
character of the boy and mold and 
shape his life into a worthy Amerjcan 
citizen. The work of the Young men’s 
Christian association with boys at this 
age is especially commendable as this 
is the formative period of life and all 
the good influences that can be se- 
cured are needed to help the boy make 
the most out of himself. 

The work for employed boys is a 
strong feature. Its work in the shop 
among the boys, its practical talks, 
its socials, its game tournaments, its 
educational classes, its bible classes, 
its religious meetings all help to 
make life sweeter, more worth while, 
less of drudgery, create higher ambi- 
tions and helps to make men o? these 

| human cogs in the great wheels of in- 
dustry. 

Not only does the Quincey Y. M. C. 
A. conduct work in their building but 
have thrown lines out in different di- 
rections. The club at South Quincy 
reaching sixty or seventy boys and the 
one at Wollaston again show the broad 
work the Y. M. C. A. is doing. Much 
could be said about the wonderful 
work being done in these clubs but 
again they are reaching out to help 
every boy in our city. 

The Association cooperates with 
every other interest in the city which 
stands for the upbuilding of boy life. 
The need in the city for a work of this 
kind is great and the local association 
is indeed filling the gaps in fine style.

The offices of minister of justice and 
minister of public instruction have 
not yet been filled. 

The Maura cabinet resigned Thurs- 
day and King Alfonso immediately ac- 
cepted the resignation. The action 
foliowed a long conference between 
Premier Maura and the king, in which 
the agitation resulting from the execu- 
tion of Francisco Ferrer was thor- 
oughly gone over. The retirement of 
the ministry is a victory for the fac- 
tions of the opposition. 

The cabinet which resigned was 
formed Jan. 25, 1907. It was Con- 
servative and succeeded in power the 
fall of no less than five Liberal min- 
{stries in the preceding eighteen 
months. The religious issue had been 
the root of these dissentions and the 
return to power of Maura, leader of 
the Conservatives, and who had be- 
fore held the premiership, was re- 
garded as a sweeping victory for the 
Clericals and one likely to arouse a 
revolutionary spirit. 

This proved to be the 
opposition finally uniting in opposition 
to the government's conduct and 
furtherance of the war in Morocco. 
The stern measures taken in putting 
down the recent anti-war demonstra- 
tions in Spain tended to inflame the 
opposition and the execution of Ferrer, 
followed by popular demonstrations 
of disapproval, brought matters to a 
crisis. 

When parliament reopened 
Liberals, Republicans and Socialists 
bitterly assailed the government, but 
the cabinet showed a disposition to 
fight for its life. Then came the re- 
ported scene between King Alfonso 
and Premier Maura when the king is 
said to have bitterly reproached the 
premier for failing to give him an op- 
portunity to exercise the royal prerog- 
ative in a pardon for Ferrer.

It is reason- 
able to assume that they have become 
convinced that the best and broadest 
work being done toward the solution 
of the race problem is that in which 
Dr. Booker Washington leads. There 
is no dodging the fact that the negro 
is best off close to the soil and, while 
any real bent for mechanical pursuits 
should be aided ,the dominant pur- 
pose must be to train the negro agri- 
culturists for good citizenship.

“There is one very important mat- 
ter that I desire to say a few words 
about”said Gov. Draper at the Repub- 
lican rally at Weymouth, Oct. 22: 
“The great calamity which has fallen 
on the town of Framingham because 
of the malfeasance in office of its 
treasurer, has brought to public at- 
tention in a very sharp way the dan- 
ger that may come to the towns and 
to every citizen who is a resident of a 
town because of the issuing of notes 
without giving to the town the pro- 
ceeds from them. Where such dis- 
honesty occurs, it brffigs a terrible 
hardship on the town and may subject 
all of its citizens to a very serious 
burden in the way of excessive taxa- 
tion to make good the deficits caused 
by the dishonesty of public officials. 
Some arrangement should be made so 
that wherever a town is issuing notes 
for borrowing money, they should be 
recorded’ in some state office before 
issue. This would bring an additional 
and very potent check on dishonesty, 
would protect to a very much greater 
degree than at present the towns and 
their citizens from great damage, and 
would assure to the innocent pur- 
chaser of these notes the protection of 
knowing that they were only buying 
what was a legitimate obligation of 
the town. Should I be elected for the 
coming year, I should certainly 
recommend that some action be taken 
to bring about these beneficial results 
and to prevent the terrible hardships 
on the towns of the Commonwealth 
from dishonesty of which we have had 
many glaring examples in the past 
few years.”

PLAIN DUTY TO PERFORM. 


In view of the disclosures in Fram- 
ingham it must be apparent to every- 
one that remedial action without delay 
is imperatively necessary in all cities 
and towns where such opportunities 
for plunder exist. A trusted fiduciary 
agent fails in his duty, embezzles the 
funds of the town, and covers up his 
derelictions by a series of forgeries. 
There is nothing new in the story. It 
has been paralleled many times before, 
but it has developed a hitherto un- 
realized peril, permitting the victimiz- 
ing of a class of people regarded as 
immune, as notes of cities and towns, 
backed by their splendid credit, were 
rightly regarded as gilt edged security. 
“Ido not believe Framingham will 
lose a cent” is the remark credited to 
one of the town officials when the 
magnitude of the crime became known. 
Who will, then? Oh, the answer is 
plain, ye innocent believers in the in- 
tegrity of town officers, and the in- 
violibility of the obligations imposed 
on them by oath. If this remark hasa 
basis in truth, the unfortunate holders 
of the notes will probably lose because 
of the lack of the simple and effectual 
precaution of having them counter- 


signed by a reliable national bank or 
trust company. Lynn should not 
issue anogher note without taking this 
precaution, as it safeguards the city! 
as well as the purchaser against pos- | 
sible dishonesty, for a dishonest; 
official would not risk certain detec- | 
tion by offering a spurious note to a) 
bank or trust company. We will start 
with the assumption that there are no 
dishonest officials in Lynn. Yet it is; 
good business to insure ourselves and | 
our note holders against forgery, with | 
its consequent train of suffering. No 
one can take exception to such a 
manifestly prudent action, we believe, 
and the committee on finance of the 
City Council has a duty as plain as a 
pikestaff to perform. If there 
obstacles legislation can remove them. 
The committee should act promptly, 
and then Lynn will never be in the 
position to experience the painful 
humiliation through which Framing- 
ham is now passing.—Lynn Item. 


GERMANY’S PLAN. 


Statistics furnished by the American 
consul-general at Dresden show that 
Germany has hit upon some plan for 
keeping her people at home. And 


this fact, together with her high birth ; 


rate, distinguished Germany from 
those dying nations which never die 
but are always feeble. Of the 12 
countries of Europe from which we 
gather citizens, Germany now has 
the lowest emigration. 


falling off of 11,000 from 1907. Ger- 
many has apparently succeeded in 
stemming the tide of emigration which 
set out after the Franco-Prussian war. 
In 1881, 10 years after the war, it had 


reached its maximum—206,000 in ay 


single year. Then it steadily de- 
creased until in 1893 it touched 100,- 
000. Then emigration dropped to 40,- 
000. That was the time of American 
depression. It was also the year 
when German industries began to take 
a spurt, when Germany first became a 
manufacturing nation on a large scale. 
It is interesting to note, too, that it was 
about this time that Germany began 
her experiments with protective tariffs. 
Germany is today a thoroughly protec- 
tive country. It remains to be 
whether Germany will 
through the experience of the United 
States with tariffs that over-protect. 
But probably she will avoid this. Her 
tariffs are made by experts, pot by 
politicians. They are based on ap- 
proximately exact computation § and, 
while there is a revenue element in 


them, they are not the result of ex-,; 


pensive log rolling. Germany is not a 
pure democracy. It is, therefore, 
much easier to get a tariff that, re- 
sponds to a scientific definition of pro- 
tection there than it is here.—Haver- 
hill Gazette. 


RESIGNATION IS EXPECTED 


Governor Curry of New Mexico Faces 
a Number of Charges 

Santa Fe., N. M., Oct. 25.—A. M. 

Jackley of Alamogordo, N. M., has 


filed serious charges against Governor | 


Curry. He asks Secretary of the In- 
terior Ballinger for the removal of 
Curry. Secretary Ballinger was here 
yesterday and in conference with 
Curry. 

While no definite announcement of 
Curry’a resignation is given out, it is 
rumored that Curry told Ballinger he 
would hand in his resignation to the 
department of the interior 
thirty days. Jackley is backed by 
many prominent Republicans in the 
territory and by a number of United 
States senators. 

Curry is accused of gross laxity in 
the administration of the affairs of 
the state and with using his powers 
for political ends. He is accused of 
having whitewashed a large number of 
scandals and passing over shortages 
found in district courts.

FORCES LOSE 


First Hot Engagement In the 
‘Nicaraguan Revolution 


SREAT VICTORY FOR REBELS 


Their Losses Are Slight, While Thelr 
Opponents Lose Four Hundred Men, 
Two Krupp Siege Guns and Four 
Hundred Rifles—Atlantic Coast and 
Nearly All of Adjacent Territory 
Now Held by Insurgents 


Bluefield#—(By wireless to Colon) — 
Oct. 25.—The first important battle 
of the revolution occurred between 
the forces of General Chamorro and 
1000 of Presdent Zelaya’s troops. The 
scene of the engagement was on the 
San Juan rver below Boca De San 
Carlos. 

The rebels won, with slight losses. 
The government forces lost 100 killed 
and 300 wounded. The rebels cap- 
tured two Krupp siege guns and 400 
rifles. 

News has been received from the 
interior to the effect that President 
Zelaya is recruiting and mobilizing 
troops at Managua. Apparently none 
of his army is en route to the Atlantic 
coast. General Chamorro is advanc- 
ing into the interior, strengthening 
his forces as he goes. Absolute or- 
der is maintained in Bluefields. 

Details of the capture of Cape 
Gracias a Dios by the _ insurgents 
reached here yesterday by the Emery 
company’s steamer Yulu. The port 
was won after an hour’s fighting with 
slight losses on either side. 

The capture of this place gives the 
rebels possession of the Atlantic coast 
and all the territory east of the 85th 
degree of longitude, with the *excep- 
tion of about fifty miles along the 
San Juan river. 

Recognition of the rebels as bellig- 
erants by the United States is expect- 
ed daily. 

It is reported here, without con- 
firmation, ‘that the authorities of 
Yonduras have seized the property of 
the Puerto Polas Banana company of 
New York.

schedules. 

From New York state mills and 


mills further west have come assur- 
ances of sympathy accompanied by 
Statements that they would probably 
follow the example set by New Eng- 
land and the rest of the cotton spin- 
ning world. If the other mills in the 
Arkwright club that are favorable to 
the movement join with the foregoing, 
the total number of spindles affected 
in New England will be between nine 
and ten millions. 
| Added impetus has been given to 
' this world-wide movement and to the 
determination of the local mills not 
to be squeezed by the ruthless specu- 
lators by a statement just issued bs 
the International Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners and Manufacturers’ 
association. This is issued from 
j Manchester, Eng., and gives a sum- 
, Mary of the definite assurances 
ceived that short time will be con- 
i tinued or put into effect in practically 
every country using American cotton.

land cotton mills place the blame for 
the present condition of the cotton 
market on speculators. Reports re- 
ceived by the International Federa- 
tion from 95 percent of the spindles In 
the world using American cotton show 
that such visible and invisible sup- 
plies of cotton are held over from last 
season as taken together with the 
abundant crop of Egyptian and East 
| Indian cotton will be more than suffi- 
cient to offset any apparent shortage 
in the American crop. 


Mill men feel that in view of the 
fact that the present high price of 


cotton is hardly warranted it is 
‘shameful that the price of goods to 


a few speculators who are interested 
in cotton only as a source of specu- 
lative gain. The increased cost of 
raw material will also work a hard- 
| ship on the mill hands either by caus- 
ing them to lose time or forcing a cuit 
in wages. 

Any movement which will prevent 
the ruthless speculator from squeez- 
ing the cotton market will be bene- 
ficial alike to the consumer, the la- 
borer and the mill owner, say the 
treasurers. In fact they claim that 
some sort of curtailment is necessary 
in order to prevent a cut in wages. 


The alternative seems to be either to! 


run the mills on a dangerously nar- 
row margin, reduce wages or curtail. 
The latter is the choice of the major- 
ity. 

There is probably more curtailment 
among cotton mills in the north from 
actual lack of orders than is generally 
supposed. Some of the mills in the 
western part of Massachusetts are 
oow shutting down the third week in 
each month, and in other mills as 
many as 1000 looms or probably 40,- 
000 to 50,000 spindles are idle. With 
the exhaustion of supplies of low- 
priced cotton, which will be a more or 
less general condition after the first 


of the year, curtailment will probably |

Yor just a little more than a year 
and a half from the Sunday that Muel- 
ler shot Annie Luther he and his wife, 
Annie Merger, and their two children, 
Annie, 3 years old, and Fred, who is 
about a year old, have lived in the 
story and a half frame house In As- 


toria. Nothing seemed to bother 
Mueller—or Gebhardt, as his wife 


knew him—except that he seemed to 
be “money mad,” and he showed 
much concern about his two Airedale 
terriers. One night, about the time 
Annie Luther was murdered by Muel- 
ler, he did not seem bothered. He came 
home to Astoria that night from his 
work at the piano factory and called 
excitedly for his wife, who was up 
stairs. 

“We must change our name to 
White,” he said, “and we must go 
away. The police are looking for 
me.” 

His wife asked him what he had 
done, but he would not go into de- 
tails. After a night of sleep he 
seemed to have gotten his nerve back 
and little was heard after that about 
changing his name or about going 
away. Mueller, as little as neighbors 
could see, seemed to be a quiet, hard 
working German who kept much to 
himself. 

Admissions made by Mueller are 
expected by the police to bring to light 
a tale of wholesale marriage and mur- 
der.

“I 
came to Harbin for the sole purpose of 
assassinating Prince Ito to avenge my 
country,” the slayer told his captors. 
He also said he had a personal ac- 
count to settle with the great Japan- 
ese statesman, who, during his stay 
in Korea, had ordered the execution 
of several persons closely connect- 
ed with the assassin. 


PRINCE 


ITO. 

Prior to his departure Prince Ito 
said to the newspaper men: 

“I am going on my own initiative, 
with the approval of my emperor, 
with the hope of securing a better un- 
derstanding with China, and of as- 
suring the world that Japan’s inten- 
tions in Manchuria are amicable to 
China and friendly to the commerce 
of all nations. When I return I hope 
to give positive evidence of this.” 

Undoubtedly Prince Ito intended to 
inaugurate and enforce a_ distinct 
policy in Manchuria, but the exact 
nature of this was not disclosed. Mar- 
quis Katsura, the premier and minis- 
ter of finance, after the assassination 
said in an interview: 

“The death of Prince Ito will not 
change the policies of Japan. The pa- 
cific motives of Prince Ito will ever 
be maintained and the traditions left 
by him will always be followed.” 

The entire nation is mourning; the 
flags on the foreign embassies have 
been placed at half-mast, while all! 
public and many private functions 
have been abandoned. The Japanese 
and foreign newspapers appear with 
black borders. Only the death of the 
a Korean just as he alighted from a 


emperor could arouse such _ similar 
demonstrations of sympathy. 
Perhaps Prince Ito’s death causes 


more universal sincerity and_ grief 
because he was idolized by the masses 
as the great counsellor of the elder 
statesmen, the creator of the cabinet 
and the friend of the emperor himself 

The posthumous honors have not 
yet been announced, but it is certain 
they will be the highest in the gift of 
the emperor and that the funeral will! 
equal that of a prince of the blood. 

The prince was born Sept. 2, 1841, 
of unknown parentage. As an orphan 
he was adopted into the family of 
Juzo Ito, a Samurai of the lowest 
rank in the Choshu clan. Young Ito 
studied under the great master of the 
time, Yoshida Shoin, and developed 
brilliantly. 

In 1863 he undertook the celebrated 


pilgrimage to England in defiance ot; 


the laws of Japan which forbade na- 
tives to go abroad under the penalty of 
death. 

He took part on the imperial side 
during the war which led to the res- 
toration and after the establishment 
of the present Meiji government, be- 
gan his official life as a judge of the 
Osakai court. 

To describe the career of Prince 
Ito from the time when he left Japan 
as a boy for England, sailing before 
the mast, to the time when he retired 
from his recent post in Korea, would 
be to recount the whole history of 
modern Japan. His intimate knowl- 
edge of affairs in Europe and Amer- 
ica, as well as in the Orient, com- 
bined with the well known disposition 
for fairness, made him a power for 
beace throughout the world. =m

Death of General Howard, Who 
Served His Country Faithfully 
Burlington, Vt., Oct. 27.—General 


, Oliver O. Howard, last of the Union 
; commanders of the Civil war, died | 
; at his home in this city last night. 


Heart disease was responsible for the 
noted soldier's death. 


GENERAL O. 0. HOWARD. 


Including Howard's service in the 
Indian wars, he was probably in more 
engagements than any other officer in 
the United States army. 

He was born in Leeds, Me., Nov. 
8, 1830. When 20 vears of age he 
was graduated from Bowdoin college 
and entered West Point, from which 
he was graduated in 1854, and was 
made a lieutenant and appointed in- 
structor in mathematics. 

Upon the breaking out of the war in 
1861 he resigned, tenedered his ser- 
vice to the state of Maine and was 
placed in-command of the Third regi- 
ment of Maine volunteers. At the bat- 
tle of Fair Oaks, where he left his 
right arm, he was twice wounded 


INDULGES IN TIRADE 
AGAINST THE NEGRO 


Black Man Not En‘itled fo Vote, 
According to Money 


Baltimore, Oct. 27.—In a speech be- 
fore a Democratic mass meeting here 
United States Senator Money made 
the statement that the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the constitu- 
tion of the United States were not le- 
gally adopted. Furthermore, the sen- 
ator told UW Demorcats that he in- 
tends to make an effort at the next 
session of congress to have the at- 
torney general take the question to 
the supreme court for a decision. 

“This is no question of justice, but 
a question of what we consider the 
best for the state,”’ declared the sena- 
tor. “J have no feeling against the 
colored man as an individual, but I 
have contempt for the race. 

“It is a great thing to be a ciiizen 
in this land of liberty and freedom. 
I do not care if every negro in the 
world is educated in a university and 
worth a million dollars, he is not fit 
to exercise the right of suffrage, he- 
cause of his birth and blood.” 


STRINGENT MARRIAGE LAWS 


Certain Classes May Be Forbidden to 
Marry In Some States 

Ithaca, Oct. 27.—In the course of a 
lecture on the social problems and 
their relations to public health, Pro- 
fessor Jenks, head of the political 
economy department at Cornell, said 
other states would soon find it advis- 
able to pass laws forbidding certain 
classes of undesirables to marry. 
They will go even further than that, 
and prevent their procreation by un- 
sexing them, he said. 

Professor Jenks discussed what the 
state could do to prevent diseases, 
and showed how typhoid, smallpox, 
cholera and other former fatal diseases 
had been wiped out. Even tubercu- 
losis, he said, would soon disappear.

Boston, Oct. 27.—Because a search

What topic do men and women discuss these 
days with more ar ‘iety than the increased and ,in- 
creasing cost of living? In thousands of homes in 
this old Commonwealth it excludes all else. 


Colored reports from statistical bureaus in 
Washington may tell you ‘‘wages’’ have increased 
equal to the cost of living.

Then you could go into the grocery and bey a 
barrel of flour for $5.80. Now it costs only $7.25. 


But Senator Lodge says ‘‘The Payne Tariff 
Bill is all right.’’ 


In 1899 beans cost you seven cents the quart. 
Now they are fifteen. Ask Senator Lodge. 


Cornmeal to-day is three cents. It cost as much 
then. Some consolation there. But are you ready, 
Mr. Voter, for the diet of the plantation hand down 
South, Corn Pone, and the horrible disease of Pel- 
lagra which some think go with it? If so, eat corn- 


meal. It is all you have left. 


Roast beef cost you then fourteen and two- 
thirds cents. How now, Mr. Voter? Just twenty- 
eight cents. You got the best rump cut then for 
twenty-five cents. Try it now. Nothing doing. Thir- 
ty-five cents, please. 


And Senator Lodge says give us tariff walls. 


Corned beef fcr ti: inan whose ‘‘piece de re- 
sistance’ was corned b-ef and cabbage has almost 
doubled from nine to s -tecn cents. Veal forequar- 
ters cost you in ‘‘the gcod old days’’ just eight 
cents, now it’s just DOUBLE that. 


How about it, Senator? Uxplain it please, Your 
Excellency, Governor Draper. 


Veal hindquarters were thirteen, now they 
are twenty-two cents; cutlets then twenty-two can 
now be had for thirty-eight cents, the price of ven- 
ison a decade since. 


Fresh pork has jumped from ten to sixteen; 
salt pork from nine to sixteen; smoked hams from 
thirteen to twenty; corned shoulder hams from nine 
to fourteen; sausages from eleven to fifteen; lard 
from eight to eighteen. Truly, cake is for the 
classes.

SAVE THE YOSEMITE. 


There is cause for national con- 
gratulation in the fact that President 
Taft while visiting the Yosemite Val- 
ley last week, was accompanied by 
John Muir who thus had abundant 
opportunity to talk to him about San 
Francisco's proposed conversion of the 
Hetch-Hetchy Valley into a water- 
tank. Mr. Muir not only has made 
our national parks his home for years, 
and written books about them, but it 
was largely through his efforts that 
some of these parks were set aside as 
playgrounds and vacation resorts of 
the American nation. It was at his 
instance that the Hetch-Hetchy Valley 
which some nature lovers, including 
the landscape painter, Charles Keith, 
consider even more picturesque than 
the Yosemite, and the turbulent up- 
per waters of the Tuolumne were add- 
ed to the Yosemite and the whole de- 
clared a national park. The grant 
was unfortunately worded in a way 
which made it possible for Secretary 
Garleld to permit San Francisco to 
covet the Hetch-Hetchy, and the next 
Congress will be asked to take away 
this superb valley from the nation and 
make a present of it to the city, which 
as eminent engineers have shown, does 
not need it, as it has thirteen other 
available sources of good water. The 
grant, if made, would exclude campers 
and sightseers not only from. the 
Hetch4Hetchy, but from practically 
one-half of the national park. “Dam 
Hetch-Hetchy!” exclaims Mr. Muir 
indignantly. “As well dam for water 
tanks the people’s cathedrals and 
churches, for no holier temple has 
ever been consecrated by the heart of 
man.” It behooves all nature lovers 
to join Mr. Muir in his efforts to save 
this temple.—New York Evening Post.

Commons Will Adjourn Next Week, 
Thus Preciuding General Election 
This Year—interesting and Import- 
ant Measure Opposed by Great Land 
Owners, but Has Hearty Endorse- 
ment of Irish League and All Ireland 


London, Oct. 28.—Premier Asquith 
announced in the house of commons 
that on Nov. 5 he would move for 
the rejection entire of the house of 


lords amendment to the*Irish land 
bill. 
The premier also stated that the 


house of commons would adjourn on 
Nov. 5 until Nov. 23. This precludes 


the possibility of a general election 
before the new veut Daving the ad- 
journment of the lower house the 
budget will be in the band of the 
lords. 

The Irish land bill ts of treuieads. 
importance. When it is Seid cuat bs 
this measure all estates and unveaant- 
ed lands of Ireland are pat into the 
power of a body of commossioners 
who may fix the price for their sale, 
it may be realized what the signifi- 
cance of the bill is. Stupendous 
amounts, also are involved. Under 


this bill loans for Irish land purchases 
amount to $915,000,000, while recom- 
pense to landlords, will raise 
the amount to nearly a billion dollars. 

The terms of the measure are very 
interesting. For the purchase of land 
in the allotted districts it is neces- 
sary for the applicant in case he is re- 
fused sale by the holder to appeal to 
the estates commission, which is then 
authorized to take the land by com- 
pulsion, the price to be settled by the 
commission. This price, however, is 
subject to appeal to a higher board or 
land commission. 

The jurisdiction of the estates com- 
missioners comprises almost  two- 
thirds of the island. The remainder, 
which embraces the whole of the five 
counties of Connaught, is under the 
dominion of the congested districts 
board, which may condemn land for 
sale to tenants upon demand. The 
board consists of nineteen members, 
of which nine are elected by the 
county councils of the counties within 
the board's jurisdiction. The bill is 
strongly backed by the United Irish 
League, and is favorably received by 
the landlords alone ex-

Havana, Oct. 28.—President Gomez 
having accepted the resignations of 
Secretary of State Valez and Secre- 
tary of Sanitation Duque the two were 
left free to meet each other on the 
field of honor and they fought a duel. 
Four shots were exchanged. Neither 
of the combatants was hurt, but each 
declared that his honor was satisfied.

DEATH OF JAMES LUCAS 


Helped Capture Wilkes Booth and 
Guarded the Assassin’s Body 

Lafayette, Ind., Oct. 28.—James 
Lucas, aged 80, who was guard at 
the old capital prison in Washington 
during the Civil war and played an 
important part in the capture of J. 
Wilkes Booth, slayer of Abraham Lin- 
coln, died in this city. 

On the night President Lincoln was 
assassinated Lucas was on duty. He 
was the leader of the posse that fol- 
lowed Booth. When the slayer of the 
president was killed and his body re- 
turned to Washington it was Lucas 
who was appointed to guard it. He 
watched the body Jn the prison and on 
a gunboat after the body had been re- 
moved from the prison under cover of 
darkness. Later he was on the staff 
of officers who held the courtmartial 
over the remaining conspirators.

How a Submarine Dives. 

All submarine vessels are brought to 
a condition of readiness to submerge 
by taking iu’ water ballast in suitably 
arranged and controlled tanks. This 
causes more of the boat to sink below 
the water's surface and finally leaves 
| her with only a small part of her con 
| ning tower out of water. The remain- 
| ing part above water represents what 
is called buoyancy.” 
buoyancy varies generally from 200 te 
1,000 pounds, depending upon the size 
of the craft, and it is to overcome the 
| permanent tendency to rise represent- 
ed by this reserve that pressure is 
brought to bear upon the submerging 
rudders or the bydroplaues in order to 
make the boat sink after she is once 
put in motion. It is the height out of 
water or reserve of buoyancy of the 
submersible which gives her her 
perior sea keeping qualities, which per 
mits the vessel to be driven safely on 
the surface at higher rates of speed 
and which contributes in other ways 
to the efficiency, the babitability and 
the military value of the craft.—Har- 
pers Weekly.
